Leadership in the Control of Heroin 


Guest Editorial by Nigel C. Manning, B.Sc., F.P.S.(Vic.). 


Drug Addiction and Drug Consumption. 


HE overall amount of drug addiction in Australia 

is small. In a modern community drug addiction 

bears little or no relationship to dangerous drug 
consumption. 

One of the largest selling cough medicines in Aus- 
tralia, for example, has a dose of Morphine of 1/80 gr. 
per tablespoonful. One would need to consume 5 fi. oz. 
(j of a pint) of such a mixture to obtain even a minimum 
therapeutic dose of Morphine. Quite apart from the 
therapeutic efficacy (or lack of it) of such a dosage, 
large sales do result in large consumption. A single 
nationally advertised line may cause a steep rise in, 
say, drug imports which would bear no relation what- 
ever to increase in addiction. These are dangerous data 
for the “armchair expert” to interpret incorrectly on 
insufficient evidence. 


Dangerous Drug Consumption in Australia. 


It has been suggested that if one puts very little of 
a dangerous drug into very many thousands of bottles 
of medicine, the overall drug consumption can be re- 
markably high. There are sundry aspects of the above 
example worthy of comment, as they affect individually 
drug consumption. Modern merchandising methods 
such as wide and effective advertising, modern pre- 
sentation, palatability, labelling which appeals to the 
consumer by virtue of disclosing impressive drug con- 
tent—even though present in sub-therapeutic and harm- 
less amounts, are all important determining factors. 

There is also the question of prescribing custom 
and fad which accounts for large consumption. Tinct. 
Opii Camph. (Paregoric), contains in a 30 m. dose 
about 1/60th of a grain of Morphine. Imagine the 
amount of Morphine which is harmlessly consumed 
annually in this country per the medium of Senega 
and Ammonia Mixtures, of various types. It may 
indeed be consumption without pharmacological effect, 
but it is certainly also consumption without addiction. 

With this we must consider vigorous detailing 
methods to doctors by manufacturers of ethical pro- 
prietaries. An ethical linctus made here by a manu- 
facturer means a sharp jump there in Morphine or 
Heroin consumption. 

And we must not forget the inevitable effects on 
Dangerous Drug consumption of a restricted pharma- 
ceutical benefits scheme. Let us hope Pethedine does 
not replace A.P.C. mixture as an analgesic just because 
it is free. In these matters the medico is in an un- 
fortunate position, since he is having his “arm twisted” 
to some extent by his patient. This is to some con- 
siderable extent the consequence of a limited scheme 
of benefits. 

Consider also the case of throat jubes. A proprietary 
make discloses that the jubes contain 1/100 gr. Mor- 
phine per ounce of jubes. That is to say one 2-oz. 
packet of jubes contains 1/50 gr. Morphine. Half a 
million packets of such jubes would account for the 
consumption of over 1 lb. of Morphine. Although of 
very doubtful therapeutic value, such jubes could 


scarcely be classed as dangerous, and are not likely 
to cause addiction, because of large quantities of de- 
naturing constituents. 


Heroin in Cough Mixtures. 

In spite of this, the conditions under which Heroin 
can be supplied in this country are in need of review. 
Although evidence is lacking in Australia that Heroin 
causes addiction as a result of its use in proprietary 
medicines, such as cough mixtures, linctuses and the 
like, this lack of evidence may be misleading, as far 
as the future consequences of its unrestricted use are 
concerned. 

Heroin is not used commonly in proprietary mixtures. 
Morphine and its less poisonous derivatives are easily 
the commonest drugs of choice. Moreover, where 
Heroin is used the dosage is frequently so far below 
the threshold of dosage that no‘harm can result. How- 
ever, this need not always be so. Therapeutic doses 
could be marketed in the future, and the product con- 
taining the therapeutic dose could be supplied with 
limited control on its sale. 

One rather disturbing point in pharmaceutical practice 
of recent years has been the number of persons seeking 
a supply of Linctus Heroin (of various types) on the 
recommendation of nurses, Another point is the fre- 
quency with which it occurs in pharmacists’ own pro- 
prietaries. 

On the medical side it must be remembered that 
prescribing can often be popularised by trade custom 
and “blotting paper” publicity, without a full realisation 
of the issues at stake. This is not an actual danger 
so much as a potential one. 

Possibility of Addiction. 

Heroin is very parallel in its action to Morphine. 
There is abundant evidence to show that the side effects 
of Heroin in one important particular are quite dif- 
ferent. This important particular is that of drug addic- 
tion. In general the addition of acyl groups to the 
Morphine molecule (as in Heroin) increases the like- 
lihood of addiction, while the addition of alkyl groups 
to the Morphine molecule (as in Codeine) diminishes 
very markedly the tendency to addiction. World ex- 
perience has led to a consequent less stringent control 
of the Codeine group. It is logical, therefore, that there 
should be a corresponding tightening of control on the 
Heroin group of drugs. (Heroin has, for a long time, 
been controlled more rigidly than Morphine). 

There is an accumulating body of evidence that, 
given in appropriate doses, Heroin has little (if any) 
advantage over Morphine. Because of these things 
more stringent control is warranted. ; 

A reasonable way to effect greater control is to pro- 
hibit the use of Heroin in all medicines which are 
intended for over-the-counter sale; in other words, to 
confine the sale of the drug to prescription only in any 
concentration whatsoever. 

In the few cases that Heroin is preferred by the 
physician to Morphine in clinical treatment, the drug 
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will remain available to him. To the manufacturer 
who has used Heroin in his formula, little inconvenience 
will be caused, since he can change to a corresponding 
dose of Morphine without affecting the efficacy of his 
product. 


Difficulties of Control. 


In a country like Australia, with its, at times, em- 
barrassing individual State laws, such changes are diffi- 
cult. For this we must blame Federation, and continue 
to strive for enlightenment. 


The Pharmacy Board of Victoria has for some time 
agreed in principle, as put forward by the Victorian 
Foods Standard Committee, to the confining of Heroin 
to very limited sale, but has maintained that such 
control would be valueless, while other States were 
not in line with similar control 


The point at issue is wider than this 


A lead has been given by the two smaller States 
of South Australia and Queensland in this matter. Let 
the other States follow their lead. This limitation of 
Heroin supply to prescription, which operates in many 
parts of the world, is in accordance with the recom- 
Simendation of the United Nations Drug Supervisory 
Body. 


The Chemist and Heroin Abuse. 


How does the chemist figure in Dangerous Drug con- 
trol? As a group ‘sas he contributed to the control or 

use of such y Sams as Heroin? He handles more 
Dangerous Drugs than any mnid!vidual in the community. 
Because of this these questions are most pertinent. 


In point of fact the chemist is in the utmost position 
Sof trust with regard to Dangerous Drugs. As far as 
athe community is concerned he is the custodian of drugs 


nd poisons. Legally he can supply without a pre- 
cription, over his counter, 120 gr. of Morphine dis- 
olved in a gallon of water, and has always been able 
o de so. Why does the law permit him to do this if 
e so desires? Because by international consent hard- 
hip would be done if the chemist was not endowed 
ith this and many other similar acts of public trust. 
120 gr. of Morphine represents 360 maximum doses 
{ a habit-forming drug.) 

Moreover, the chemist can supply, quite legally, 80 
rains of Cocaine in a gallon of water, which constitutes 
20 full doses of another Dangerous Drug. He can 
hand out the “sex drug” so often referred to by some 
newspapers, under certain conditions of supply, with 
which he alone is familiar. Actually there is over- 
whelming evidence to indicate that he does none of 
these things. Probably no trust, in contemporary times, 
has been so well kept by a section of the population 
as the pharmaceutical chemist’s custodianship of Dan- 
gerous Drugs. In Australia the position has been par- 
ticularly sound. Heroin control is tightening, in spite 
of an absence of addicts, not because of an abundance 
of them, as in America, where a bad position had to be 
retrieved by drastic action. 


Generalisations about the chemist being unscrupulous, 
self-interested, unethical over this handling of Dan- 
erous Drugs such as Heroin and the like are mis- 
Reding in the extreme. The evidence points to an 
exactly opposite picture. 

Let those who want to comment on “drug addiction” 
in the public press first learn something of drug ad- 
ministration and control. Increased drug consumption 
cannot be laid justly at the pharmacist’s door. ore 
often it is a function of medical teaching, a limited 
social health scheme, large turnover of proprietary 
medicines or ethical products containing token doses 
of Dangerous Drugs, hoary pharmacopoeial and formu- 
lary practice. 


The chemist’s overall record has been truly mag- 
nificent,

P.B. AND P.M.S. 


New List 

Chemists will welcome and appreciate the new issue 
by the Commonwealth of “Notes For Approved 
Chemists.” The “Notes” are issued in loose-leaf form— 
sheets 10 inches (wide) by 8 inches (deep), with sub- 
stantial stiff covers, are well printed and presented. 

The Second Schedule (free list) is printed in full, 
with twelve columns, one for each month in the year— 
for indications of price changes, etc. 

Prompt and regular issue of replacement sheets when 
alterations are made in the Schedule would be a service 
which should eliminate the discontent caused in the 
past by inability to keep pace with the many changes. 
Insertion of a table (page 108) showing a list of 
manufacturers with code letters against each name is 
mystifying, as there is nothing to link the code with 
proprietary preparations appearing in the “Notes.” 

The “Notes for prescribers” contains the answer in 
the form of a iist of proprietary preparations showing 
the manufacturers (by the use of the code letters). This 
information could well have been published in the 
“Notes for Chemists.” 

For the convenience of readers we have published 
the table in this issue (p. 506) correcting several mis- 
prints which appear in the official publication. 

The burning question concerns the giving of adequate 
notice of removals from “The List.” The Guild is 
pressing strongly for at least thirty days’ notice, and 
is hopeful that the Commonwealth will agree. 


BEWARE OF FORGED P.B.A. PRESCRIPTIONS 


It has come to the notice of the Commonwealth 
Department of Health that forged prescriptions for 
Distaquaine G and Sulphadiazine tablets have been 
presented to Sydney chemists for dispensing. 

The Director-General of Health has therefore asked 
us to draw the attention of chemists to Section 8 (3) 
of the Pharmaceutical Benefits Act and Regulation 16 
thereunder, which requires that where an approved 
chemist suspects that a prescription has not been 
signed by a medical practitioner he shall obtain a 
statement in accordance with “Form F,” copies of 
which have been supplied by the Department to all 
approved chemists. 

The communication closes with the intimation that 
the Department will withhold payment for any pre- 
scription suspected of being forged unless that pre- 
scription is accompanied by a statement on “Form F.” 


REFILLING PRESCRIPTIONS—4S IT ETHICAL? 


The practice of repeating prescriptions—other than 
those to which legal restrictions apply—is so general 
and so widely accepted in this country that most phar- 
maceutical chemists would be surprised to know that 
there is a viewpoint that the practice is wrong. 

There is, however, a strong and influential body of 
pharmaceutical opinion in the United States that in-

discriminate “refilling” of prescriptions is wrong and 
a practice which should be frowned upon. 

Dr. L. F. Tice, Editor of the American Journal of 
Pharmacy, in his February, 1952, Editorial comments 
thus: 

“At the very outset it should have been evident to 
all honest pharmacists that no prescription should be 
refilled unless it were almost certain that the physician 
would endorse such action. Yet pharmacists by and 
large refilled prescriptions ad libitum with little or 
no regard for the patient’s welfare or the physician's 
wishes. .. . Pharmacists for too long have considered 
the economic aspects of the refill business of more 
importance than the violation of professional ethics.” 
Those are strong words, and not applicable entirely 

to Australian conditions, where, by usage, it is agreed 
that the practice of refilling the ordinary prescriptions 
is accepted by medical practitioner, pharmacist and 
public. 

This denunciation, however, is worth consideration— 
if only for the fact that it emphasises the need at all 
times for the exercise of professional discretion. 


PRACTICAL PHARMACY EXAMINATIONS POOR 
IN SCOTLAND 


The decline in the standard of work done by can- 
didates at Practical Pharmacy Examinations apparently 
is not peculiar to Australia. Reports from time to time 
indicate that examiners in other countries are perturbed 
at the poor quality of the work turned out. 

The comments of Professor D. M. Dunlop, Privy 
Council visitor to the Examinations in Scotland, in his 
report for 1951, confirms this. 

Professor Dunlop said the 
most important part of the 
Chemist and Druggist Qualify- 
ing Examination is Practical 
Pharmacy, yet the standard 
generally attained in this sub- 
ject was disappointing. It 
seemed to have deteriorated in

experience in this respect by issuing of a syllabus 
showing the work which it was essential for them to 
undertake during their apprenticeship, and by very 
careful selection of the master chemists to whom 
apprentices may be sent for instruction. 


A WEW ETHICAL EVERY DAY 


Little wonder that prescribers and dispensers are 
bewildered by the never-ceasing flow of new prepa- 
rations which make their way to the pharmaceutical 
markets, 

A comment often heard is that lists are out of date 
before they leave the printer's press. 

If figures given by Dr. Paul de Haen, Vice-President 
of the Ames Company, U.S.A., are correct, the truth 
of this assertion is affirmed. 

According to Drug Trade News, April 28, 1952, Mr. 
de Haen reported that 422 ethical pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts were introduced in U.S.A. last year by 86 firms. 

This compares with 326 items introduced by 100 firms 
in 1950. 

Compounded items accounted for the greatest share 
of the total, with 311, an increase from the 1950 figure 
of 196.

VARIED PROGRAMME AT BRITISH STUDENTS’

A chemist sold a bottle of denture 
immersion powder, which, on being 
opened by the customer, blew out 
into her face. She reported some 
temporary damage to her sight. 

Investigation showed that when

“The Association has never accepted the principle of 
the issue of lists of so-called ‘equivalents’ or ‘near 
equivalents’ of proprietary preparations, but as lists 
such as the Appendices to the National Formulary are, 
in effect, statements of opinion by medical men which 
cannot be contested legally, the view has been taken 
that it is in the industry's interests sincerely to co- 
operate with the Joint Formulary Committee in en- 
suring their accuracy.” 

The report then goes on to indicate that these pro- 
posals are merely expressions of individual opinion, 
but that it is essential that manufacturers should re- 
tain their freedom in such matters. 

The report discloses that two recommendations for 
general adoption were presented to the Association by 
the Pharmaceutical team of the Anglo-American Coun- 
cil on Productivity. Its recommendations were:— 
That liquid galenicals should be sold by volume 
instead of by weight. 

(b) That solids, liquid galenicals and pharmaceutical 
chemicals should be sold in metric weights and 
measures (the liquids by volume). 

The view is expressed that the successful establish- 
ment of these changes throughout the industry would 
depend on the co-operation of a number of interested 
organisations, such as the Glass Manufacturers’ Federa- 
tion, National Pharmaceutical Union, and the Crown 
Agents for the Colonies, from all of whom the initial 
reaction had been favourable.

HEAD OF MERCK & CO. IN AUSTRALIA 


Dr. Karl Merck, head of the famous company, E.

RETAIL SALES STILL UP 


A summary of the value of retail sales of goods issued 
by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics 
indicates that the level of retail sales in Australia was 
being maintained up to the quarter ended March 31, 
1952. For the quarter ended March 31, 1951, the total 
volume of sales for the Commonwealth, based on re- 
turns submitted by retailers, was £416.5 millions, while, 
for the corresponding quarter in 1952 the figure given 
is £467.8 millions. A circular issued with the summary 
states that preliminary estimates of the total value of 
goods have been derived from returns from a represen- 
tative sample of retail traders. The returns used in 
these estimates for the March quarter, 1952, cover ap- 
proximately 30 per cent. of all retail sales in Australia. 
Estimated totals for Australia had been calculated by 
methods appropriate to a stratified sample. 
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THE PHARMACEUTICAL INDUSTRY AND THE 
W.H.S. IN U.K. 


An informative article on the effect of N.H.S. on the 
pharmaceutical industry is contained in the splendidly- 
produced “Manchester Guardian Review of Industry 
and Commerce,” for January, 1952. 

The article indicates that before 1948 there were three 
main channels through which patients outside of hos- 
pitals obtained medicines. There were annually 70 
million N.H.I. prescriptions, about 20 million private 
prescriptions dispensed by chemists, and a considerable 
amount of dispensing by doctors. 

From the point of view of pharmaceutical interest 
the statement that the National Health Service trans- 
ferred virtually all dispensing to chemists and that 
after three years the annual total had risen to 220 mil- 
lion prescriptions, is worthy of particular notice. It is 
stated that about 30 per cent. of retail chemists’ turn- 
over in Great Britain is now derived from N.H.S. dis- 
pensing. 

Maintenance of regular supplies of products required 
in increasing quantities is becoming more and more 
complicated, says the report, not only by shortages of 
raw materials (e.g., sulphur, sulphuric acid, phenacetin, 
and acetylsalicylic acid), but also by problerns of packag- 
ing. The re-armament programme has not decreased 
these problems. 

Cost of all drugs, both proprietary and non-proprie- 
tary, is in the order of one shilling in the pound of 
the total cost of the National Health Service, and of 
this, “ethical” proprietaries count for about fourpence 
of that shilling. The writer of the article discounts 
the popular belief that the manufacturers of patent 
medicines are making huge profits out of the National 
Health Service. 

Putting forward the viewpoint of the manufacturers 
the article comments: “It has been suggested that doc- 
tors should not prescribe any proprietary product which 
appeared to be expensive, and should prescribe instead 
such ingredients as may be listed in the National For- 
mulary as its ‘equivalent.’ This proposal ignores the 
constant research to improve upon standard formulae 
and to evolve new substances and better techniques. Is 
the responsible manufacturer to be denied any reward 
for his original research expenditures and effort?” 


ISRAEL ENTERING THE WORLD DRUG MARKET 


A report from Tel-Aviv quoted in “Drug Trade News” 
suggests that Israel may be an important competitor 
in the drug markets of the world before long. 

The report states that the industry was recently 
allotted 500,000 dollars for health and medical supplies 
out of the 65,000,000 dollars U.S. grant-in-aid to Israel. 

Value of machinery for pharmaceutical production 
expected to arrive shortly is understood to exceed 
120,000 dollars. 

The settling of numerous top-ranking pharmacy 
experts from European countries is put forward as one 
reason for the impetus given to production of phar- 
maceuticals. 

An estimated increase of 50 per cent. in production 
for 1951 is given. 


ON REFUSING SERVICE 


The New South Wales “Gilseal News” for March, 
1952, carries a warning that an approved chemist cannot 
refuse service under the P.M.S. Scheme while his 
approval to provide service under P.B.A. is currept. 
It then points out that there is a procedure whereby 
service in relation to pensioners’ benefits can be an- 
nulled. This is done by observing the procedure pro- 
vided in Regulation 10 (2) of the P.M.S. Regulations, 
by informing the Director-General of Health in writing 
that he does not desire to continue to be approved for 
the purpose of supplying pensioners’ benefits. 

Then follows some very good advice in the following 
words:— “We would urge all members that hold ap- 
provals under Health Regulations to treat Government 
business with the same courtesy and attention as other 
business. Last year pharmacists’ average turnover 
amounted to £30,000,000. Of this total approximately 
£10,000,000 was paid by the Federal Treasury. Think 
it over.” 

There is no greater folly than to neglect service, even 
in time of prosperity. This can lead to disaster when 
the tide turns; but this aspect can be considered on a 
higher plane. It is expected of the chemist that he 
shall meet all reasonable requirements for an adequate 
pharmaceutical service in the area he serves. In this 
regard he cannot afford to be casual or independent. 
His standing in the community and his professional 
status depend upon the personal interest he takes in 
the practice of his profession and the standard of the 
service he renders. 


LICENSING OF PHARMACIES 


Pharmaceutical thought in Great Britain is tradi- 
tionally opposed to regimentation in any form such as 
the licensing or zoning of pharmacies. This perhaps is 
a natural reaction from observation of the Continental 
way of life. 

A recent issue of “The Chemist and Druggist” quotes 
Mr. H. W. Tomski, B.Com., well-known writer on the 
economics of pharmacy, on this point. Mr. Tomski told 
a meeting of the Leicester Branch of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society recently that in his opinion any system 
which restricted the opening of new pharmacies would 
in the early stages tend to strengthen private monopoly, 
but nationalisation of retail pharmacy would follow 
inevitably. 

Mr. Tomski said that under free competition the public 
was the ultimate judge of the pharmaceutical chemists’ 
economic value to the community. Under nationalisa- 
tion the chemists’ worth was assessed by collective bar- 
gaining, negotiation and arbitration. 

The economics of National Health Service dispensing, 
Mr. Tomski said, could be compared with those of the 
export trade. The export trade required a large and 
stable home market. Health Service dispensing at 
present rates of remuneration depended on a high level 
of counter sales. If pharmacists were to lose their 
share in the commercial field overhead expenses per 
prescription would increase and the cost of the dispens- 
ing service would rise. Prescription prices for com- 
pounded medicines were about 35 per cent. higher in 
some countries of Europe than in Britain.

THE NATIONAL FORMULARY 
Comments by the Chairman of the Joint Committee.

odern practice tended to use only a limited number 
f drugs, administered singly and in effective doses. 
"his trend was reflected by the limitation of the num- 
of ingredients in the new N.F. formula It was 
ecognised that to vary the proportions and constituents 
{ certain classical formulae to suit the needs of indi- 
idual patients would be impossible, and it had been 
ecided, therefore, to omit many such preparations from 
Formulary 
Help from the Ministry. 
With a mixed Committee, composed of pharmacolo- 
ists, general practitioners, pharmacists and represen- 
tatives of the Ministry of Health, it was clear that the 
final result of their deliberations must necessarily rep- 
resent a compromise designed to meet, generally, the 
requirements of each of these groups. In spite of this, 
however, many specific suggestions made by the indi- 
vidual groups had been adopted in the final compila- 
tion. To help the Committee in their work, the Minis- 
try of Health had provided a statistical analysis of a 
random sample of 33,000 prescriptions. The tables were 
sub-divided under the general headings of mixtures, 
lotions, liniments, tablets, pills, etc. each sub-section 
showing the frequency of prescribing of each prepara- 
tion. The statistics showed that cough mixtures were 
the preparations most frequently prescribed, with Mist 
Morph, et Ipecac. as a firm favourite Some prepara- 
tions in the old National Formulary, for which no pre- 
scriptions appeared in the sample, have been omitted 
from the new one. Conversely, one or two prepara 
tions, not in the old Formulary, but which were well 
represented in the Ministry's sample, have now been 


included. 
English Titles. 

The need to keep the size of the book down to 200 
pages had limited the extent to which the Formulary 
could provide useful information for the general prac- 
titioner, Professor Wayne continued. Even so, it had 
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been found possible to increase the number of mono- 
graphs, to include additional notes on certain drugs, 
and also a pharmacological classification. The index, 
although not entirely satisfactory, had been consider- 
ably enlarged. The present tendency towards the in- 
creasing use of English instead of Latin was reflected 
in the use of English headings for the various sections, 
the Latin name, with the sub-heading in English, being 
used for the name of the preparation. It was possible, 
he said, that this practice would be followed in future 
editions of the B.P. and B.P.C., and that the doses 
would be given in the metric system only. Lengthy 
consideration had been devoted to the list of proprie- 
tary preparations and the official equivalents, but it had 
been found impossible to devise any means of permit- 
ting the substitution of the official equivalents which 
would safeguard the interests of all concerned. 


When considering B.P. and B.P.C. preparations for 
inclusion, it had been difficult to decide on the amount 
of detail to be given, and pharmacists might consider 
that, in this respect, the Formulary was inconsistent. 
In some cases, it was decided not to print the formula 
in full, but to give the official name and the propor- 
tions of the active ingredients. The difficulty experi- 
enced by pharmacists in dispensing eye-drops, particu- 
larly with regard to the small quantities of drugs which 
have to be weighed, also received much thought. This 
has resulted in some of the changes made in this 
section. The “bottle-habit,” the existence of which was 
well shown by the Ministry’s statistical analysis, was 
the cause of the greatest controversy, and the problem 
of finding palatable flavourings for the children’s mix- 
tures was also difficult to solve. Thousands of sug- 
gestions from general practitioners and pharmacists 
had been received, and all had been carefully con- 
sidered. Comparing the new Formulary with that of 
1933, Professor Wayne pointed out that, in 19 years, 
the number of mixtures in the adults’ section had de- 
creased from 101 to 41, while the number of tablets 
had increased from 45 to 102. Injections had increased 
from 1 to 75, and pills had decreased from 28 to 7. 
This, he adde d, well illustrated the changing pattern of 
prescribing.—‘“Pharm. J.,” April 26, 1952. 


PHARMACEUTICAL SERVICES IN HOSPITALS 


Passages from a memorandum of the Pharmaceutical Society 
Gt. Britain) to the Ministry of Health. 


The holding of an enquiry into the efficiency and 
economy of the hospital pharmaceutical service at the 
instance of the Minister of Health is a timely event in 
the history of this branch of the health services which 
should receive the support and appreciation of pharma- 
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cists generally. It provides an opportunity of assessing 
the present position of the service and of bringing 
about improvements which are long overdue, but which 
the fragmentary state of the hospital service in the past 
rendered difficult of achievement. 


It would never occur to anyone that a hospital could 
be conducted without qualified medical and nursing 
staff, yet there are many hospitals, some offering all 
normal] facilities for treatment, in which qualified phar- 
maceutical staff are not employed. 


In spite of the advances made in building up a phar- 
maceutical profession since 1841, and the degree of 
recognition the pharmacist has received in various 
ways, the circumstances of the origin of the profession 
still affect to some extent the approach to pharmaceu- 
tical work. Not only in the hospital service, but in 
general practice, in industry, in the Civil Service, Colo- 
nial Service and Armed "Seonea, there is evidence of 
the idea that responsibility for pharmaceutical work 
can be satisfactorily borne, however remote the control, 
by the medical practitioner or by the layman. 

_It is the Society’s submission that until this idea is 
dispelled there cannot be a pharmaceutical service, 
whether in the hospital field or elsewhere, yielding the 
results of which such a service is capable. It is of 
decisive importance that the pharmacist should be 
recognised as the expert in his own field, given the 
authority to act and having the responsibility for the 


consequences. 


It will be seen that the first essential for an efficient, 
and economical pharmaceutical service in hospitals is 
the recognition of the principle that pharmacy is not 
a subsidiary or ancillary calling, but one which has its 
own corpus of knowledge and sphere of operation, de- 
velops its own standards of practice and is responsible 
only to its professional conscience and to the public for 
the quality of its work. 


Since the provision of medicines and medical appli- 
ances is an integral part of the hospital service, pro- 
visior should be made for pharmaceutical advice to be 
av-uable at all levels in the service. Those respon- 

ible for giving such advice should be in a position to 
volunteer it as well as to provide it on request, and 
should, if necessary, have direct access to the bodies or 
persons concerned before decisions on questions of phar- 
maceutical policy are taken. 

* 


There is need for pharmaceutical representation on 
the hospital management committee itself. If, as would 
almost invariably be the case, a pharmacist appointed 
to the committee was engaged in business in the loca- 
lity, his presence would not only enlarge the scope of 
pharmaceutical experience available to the committee, 
but serve as a link with other branches of pharmacy. 
Moreover, his business knowledge and experience should 
be of assistance in the general work of the committee. 


In every hospital where the preparation and dis- 
poems of medicines is carried on, there should be at 
east one pharmacist. The pharmacist in charge should 
have the status of chief pharmacist. In other hospitals 
medicines should be obtained ready for use from 
another hospital in the group or from some central 
pharmaceutical establishment or from a local phar- 
macy. 

The department of the hospital in charge of a chief 
pharmacist should be described as the “pharmaceutical 
department.” Terms such as “dispensary” are inadequate 
and misleading. 


The work of the pharmaceutical department should 


(a) To obtain, and be responsible for the nature and 
quality of, drugs, medicinal preparations, dress- 
ings, chemicals, such as antiseptics and reagents, 
and medical supplies in general, and to obtain the 
equipment necessary for the efficient and econo- 
mical working of the pharmaceutical department. 

(b) To make preparations to be used in dispensing 
prescriptions; to prepare other products for medi- 
cal or surgical use; and to formulate preparations 
to meet special needs. 

(c) To dispense prescriptions. 

(d) To investigate problems arising in the use of medi- 
cal supplies. 

(e) To assist in the development of new methods of 
treatment. 

(f) To promote economy in the use of medical sup- 
plies by advising upon alternative substances and 
preparations and their relative cost, by reducing 
to a minimum dependence upon external sources 
of supply, and by ensuring that supplies are in 
optimum quantities and stored under satisfactory 
conditions. 

(g) To assist in efficient prescribing by advising upon 
the nature and properties of substances used in 
medicine, and upon the selection of the most suit- 
able substances and the form in which they should 
be prescribed. 

(h) To give such instruction about medical supplies 
as may be necessary for personnel whose duties 
involve the handling of such supplies. 

The pharmacist’s scientific and technical training and 
experience provide him with knowledge which can be 
usefully applied in other directions, both in solving 
problems and in furnishing supplies. For example, his 
knowledge of sterilisation methods and aseptic tech- 
nique can be applied in the organisation a sterile 
syringe service, and in the presentation of other equip- 
ment in a sterile form, while his knowledge of 
chemistry can find application in biochemical analysis 
and in dealing with such matters as dietary and laundry 
problems. Pharmacists probably have a knowledge of 
the properties of a wider range of materials a are 
more accustomed to handling such a range than any 
other class of persons, and it can be an advantage in 
many ways to a hospital to have this knowledge and 
experience at its disposal. 


Apart from the need for constant attention to im- 
provements in pharmaceutical products, which may be 
regarded as of purely pharmaceutical concern, it should 
be an integral part of the pharmaceutical service in 
hospitals to participate in medical research. 

Whether the investigation is into an unexpected effect 
of a preparation in common use or involves a series 
of experiments aimed at the introduction of a new or 
modified form of treatment, the pharmacist has a part 
to play. Such research may require, on the pharma- 
ceutical side, the supply of products controlled by the 
initial testing of constituents, by the assay of the final 
product, or by regulated conditions of preparation; the 
use of new methods of formulation, types of product 
and methods preparation; and comparative studies of 
products as to composition, characters, claims, dosage, 
cost, and availability. 


The pharmacy department should be centralised and 
rood accessible. Accommodation and equipment 
should provide for storage, processing, testing, sterile 
work, dispensing, and clerical work.

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COLOURING WON-INJECTABLE FLUIDS 


For Use in Hospital Operating Theatres. 
Report by the Codex Revision Committee. 


The Codex Kevision Committee was asked by the 
Ministry of Health to suggest a standard range of 
colours for non-injectable fluids used (a) for the storage 
of ampoules and syringes, (b) for the sterilisation of 
the skin. The Committee appointed a ommittee 
to investigate this matter and as a resi make the 
suggestions and observations set out below. The Com- 
mittee desire to make it clear that they have not con- 
sidered the question whether or not the colouring of 
non-injectable fluids for the purposes mentioned is de- 
sirable, and the fact that they have complied with the 
request of the Ministry must not be taken to mean 
that they necessarily approve either in general or in 
particular of the colouring of such fluid It is at the 
request of the Ministry of Health that the report is now 
published 

Types of Non-Injectable Fluids. 

The non-injectable fluids have been classified as 

follows:— 

(a) Solutions of local analgesics for topical use 

(b) Solutions for the storage of ampoules 

(c) Solutions for the storage of surgical instruments. 
(d) Solutions for the storage of hypodermic syringes. 
(e) Fluid preparations for skin disinfection’ or 


cleaning 
Guiding Principles. 

In framing a scheme for colouring non-injectable 
fluids, the Committee were guided by the following 
principles :— 

(a) Colour should not be used for identification. 

(b) Dyes already described in the British Pharmaceu- 
tical Codex or British Pharmacopoeia should be 
used in preference to unstandardised dyes 

(c) Wherever the use of a particular colour in con- 
nection with a certain substance ha become 
generally well-established, this association should 
be maintained. For example, solutions of mer- 
curic chloride are generally coloured blue and 
solutions of phenol, red. 

(d) The use of violet is undesirable, since solutions 
so coloured will resemble methylated spirit; in 
articular, industrial methylated spirit should not 
ne coloured violet 

(e) Solutions of local analgesics for topical use should 
be effectively differentiated as a group from all 
other solutions 

(f) The question of colouring solutions for the storage 
of hypodermic syringes should be restricted to 
alcohol (70 to 75 per cent. v/v), which was con- 
sidered by the Committee on the Sterilisation of 
Syringes (M.R.C. War Memorandum No. 15) as 
“the only chemical disinfectant that can be in 
in any way recommended for syringe disinfection” 
and then “only when they [the syringes] are 
used for no other purpose than the injection of a 
sterile fluid, such as insulin, in circumstances such 
that sterilisation by heat is impracticable.” 

(g) Solutions for the storage of ampoules are too 
numerous and should be replaced by one standard 
solution so coloured that gross contamination of 
the contents of cracked ampoules by it may 
readily be detected. 


Recommendations 
Non-injectable fluid preparations used in hospital 
operating theatres should be coloured according to the 
following scheme:— 

(a) Solutions of Local Analgesics for Topical Use.— 
These solutions should be coloured green, the ad- 
dition of 1 r cent. of compound solution of tar- 
trazine, B.P.C.. and 1 per cent. of solution of 
methylene blue (1 in 1000) gives a_ suitable 
colour. 


(b) Solution for the Storage of Ampoules.—The fol- 
lowing solution in closed glass vessels was found 
to be suitable pharmaceutically :— 

Solution of Bordeaux B, B.P.C. .. 1% 
Distilled wate: to 100 
It would be desirable to determine if this solu- 
tion has a sufficiently rapid rate of kill for bacteria 
under the conditions in which it would be used. 


Solutions for the Storage of Surgical Instruments. 
—Solutions used for this purpose should be 
coloured by the addition of 0.2 per cent.. of Solu- 
tion of Bordeaux B, B.P.C. 

Solution for the Storage of Hypodermic Syringes. 

—Alcohol (70 to 75 per cent. v/v) used for this 

purpose should be coloured with 0.1 per cent. of 

magenta. 

Fluid Preparations for Skin Disinfection or Clean- 

ing. — Preparations which possess no intrinsic 

colour should be coloured as follows:— 

(1) Cetrimide. —- Aqueous solutions of cetrimide 
should be coloured yellow with compound 
solution of tartrazine, B.P.C. The addition of 
1 per cent. of compound solution of tartrazine 
to solutions containing 1 per cent. of cetrimide 
gives a suitable depth of colour. 

Industrial Methylated Spirit. — Industrial 
methylated spirit should be coloured with 0.01 
per cent, of magenta. 
Solutions of inorganic and organic mercurials. 
—Solutions of mercuric chloride should be 
coloured with methylene blue. A suitable range 
of dilution is 1 in 100,000 to 1 in 500,000. 
Solutions of mercuric iodide and oxycyanide 
should be coloured with eosin. A _ suitable 


range of dilution is 1 in 100,000 to 1 in 
00,000. 


Solutions of other mercurial compounds 
should be coloured red or blue. (Eosin was 
precipitated in aqueous solutions of phenyl- 
mercuric acetate and nitrate, but methylene 
blue was found to be satisfactory for these 
substances.) 

Fluid preparations containing phenols or chlo- 
rinated phenols.—These preparations should 
be coloured red. Magenta was found in some 
cases to be precipitated from aqueous solu- 
tions of phenol, but Solution of Bordeaux B, 
1 per cent., was found to be suitable. 
Ether.—Ether should be coloured yellow with 
a suitable dye such as:— 

Fat Orange R ... .. 0.01% 

Waxoline Yellow IS ... 0.01% 
Preparations not mentioned in this section, and 
new preparations, should be coloured in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations. If no re- 
commendation applies they should, where pos- 
sible, be coloured yellow. 


Labelling of Ampoules. 

During investigations into a suitable solution for the 
storage of ampoules, it became clear that the “burning- 
in” method of labelling ampoules was the one of choice, 
since otherwise the printing ink became softened by 
immersion in storage solutions and was then easily 
obliterated. 


Disadvantages of Colouring Solutions. 

The Committee wishes to record that it considers the 
addition of colour to solutions which are naturally 
colourless may lead very easily to errors if those hand- 
ling such solutions should attempt to identify them by 
their colour. Wherever possible, containers should be 
labelled; the use of floating tubes containing a slip 
label in dishes containing solutions is desirable. —

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NORADRENALINE AND THE SUPRARENAL 
MEDULLA 


D. M. Shepherd and G. B. West (“Brit. J. 
Pharmacol.,” 1951, 6, 665). 

The sympathomimetic amine present in embryonic 
adrenal glands of cat, rabbit, guinea pig, dog and man 
is noradrenaline; very small amounts of adrenaline may 
also be present. Although no evidence has been ob- 
tained of the presence of hydroxytyramine and dihy- 
droxyphenylalanine, large amounts of noradrenaline 
show that this amine must be a precursor of adrenaline 
in these mammals. Indeed, noradrenaline may itself 
be the hormone of the gland in the early days of life. 
It is suggested that in the adult glands the degree of 
methylation of noradrenaline is related to the relative 
cortical size. In animals where the cortex is large 
relative to the medulla, methylation of noradrenaline is 
almost complete, and often only adrenaline is found in 
gland extracts. When there is little change with age 
in the ratio of cortical size to medullary size (as in 
the fowl) there is also little change in the relative 
amount of noradrenaline in the gland. Animal experi- 
ments show that exhausted adrenal glands have only 
about one-fourth the activity of healthy glands. As 
the total activity in exhausted adrenal glands of man 
is about 0.24 mg./g. (31 estimations), this would indicate 
that a total activity of about 1 mg./g. might be found 
in individuals.—“J. Pharm. and Pharmacol.,” 
iv, 4, . 


PHYSICO-CHEMICAL ASPECTS OF DRUG 
ADMINISTRATION 


At a recent meeting of the Fine Chemicals Group, 
Society of Chemical Industry, London, Dr. Norman 
Evers (Allen and Hanbury Ltd.) gave an address, “The 
Physico-Chemical Aspects of Drug Administration.” The 
following abstract appeared in Chemistry and Industry, 
April 19, 1952. 

The importance of physico-chemical factors in the 
preparation of drugs for administration cannot be over- 
emphasised. Failure to find the best method of ad- 
ministration may lead to a drug being discarded on 
insufficient grounds. Often it is not until a new drug 
has been in use for some time that the best method 
of presentation is found. The success of a drug leads 
to demands for other forms of presentation. Injection 
is the most efficient method of administration, but the 
advantages of oral administration may outweigh those 
of an injection. The pH and isotonicity of aqueous in- 
jections is important. The lecturer described methods 
of administering water-soluble drugs by injection. 

The use of hyaluronidase for increasing the rate of 
absorption and the degree of diffusion of injections has 

roved of value, but it is often more important to pro- 
ong the action of drugs by maintaining an effective 
blood level for as long as possible. Penizilin and in- 
sulin are examples, and the lecturer described various 
methods of prolonging drug action depending on the 
physical properties of the drug or of the medium in 
which it is administered. 

The efficacy of medicinal tablets depends on the con- 
sideration of a number of physical factors in the pre- 
paration of the drug and the compression. 

The lecturer described different types of ointments 
and creams used in local therapy, the effect of different 
ingredients on their rheological properties, the uses of 
oil in water, and water in oil emulsions, and the pre- 
paration of jellies and suspensions. 


TOWARD THE METRIC SYSTEM 
(Portion of an editorial note, “The Pharmaceutical 
Journal,” April 26, 1952.) 
Among the recommendations made by the Produc- 
tivity Report Committee of the Association of British 


Pharmaceutical Industry is one of far-reaching import- 
ance to pharmacists. It is that all solid drugs and 
pharmaceutical chemicals for use in dispensing should 
be sold by manufacturing and wholesale chemists in 
metric weights, and that liquid galenicals should be 
supplied in metric volumes. The recommendation has 
already received the support of the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety and the Guild of Public Pharmacists, it is not 
opposed by the N.P.U., and it seems likely to be 
approved by the Ministry of Health. As the glass 
container manufacturers have promised to co-operate, 
and no difficulty is expected in obtaining the metric 
weights and measures required, there seems to be no 
reason why the new arrangements should not come 
into effect in a year’s time, as the Committee propose. 


Such a major departure from long-established prac- 
tice, with all the attendant complications and expense, 
would not be advocated unless there were clear ad- 
vantages to be gained; most pharmacists will be dis- 
posed to accept the innovations without demur in the 
cause of higher productivity and furtherance of the 
export drive. The sale of liquid galenicals by volume 
will indeed be welcomed (except perhaps by stock- 
takers) since indenting and storing will be simplified, 
for the exact amount ordered will be received and the 
range of container sizes thereby greatly reduced. Phar- 
macists should soon become familiar with the new 
metric packs, provided the manufacturers give a rea- 
sonably long notice concerning them and establish uni- 
formity throughout the wide range. Additional work 
will, however, be given to the compilers of the Drug 
Tariff and retail drug price lists. It will hardly be prac- 
ticable to show retail prices in the metric system, as 
both retail sales and private dispensing will continue 


to be carried out in the avoirdupois and apothecaries’ 
systems. In the Drug Tariff the basic price will pre- 
sumably be for metric quantities so as to facilitate 
comparison with wholesale lists, and the price in pence 
per “pound” will remain as the basis for pricing pre- 
scriptions. With careful planning and co-ordination, 


involving possibly a temporary standstill to price altera- 
tions, the transition should be effected without serious 
difficulty or delay in N.H.S. pricing. 


It will be realised, then, that the recommendation 
of the A.B.P.I. Committee does not, in itself, portend 
any violent upheaval in pharmaceutical practice. 


INTERFERENCE OF AUREOMYCIN, CHLORAM- 
PHENICOL AND TERRAMYCIN WITH THE ACTION 
OF STREPTOMYCIN 


E. Jawtz, J. B. Gunnison and R. S. Speck (“Amer. 
J. Med. Sci.” 1951, 222, 404). 


The authors find that each of the antibiotics, aureomy- 
cin, chloramphenicol and terramycin, reduces the bac- 
tericidal action of streptomycin in vitro, the effect being 
most marked during the first 12 hours of incubation. 
The antagonism is most pronounced with bacteriostatic 
concentrations; with concentrations which are them- 
selves bactericidal the effect is much less. Chloram- 
phenicol exhibits greater antagonism than an _ equal 
weight of either of the other two antibiotics. Chloram- 
phenicol did not affect the activity of streptomycin on 
a suspension of Klebsiella pneumoniae in Ringer’s solu- 
tion, in which no multiplication of the organism was 
taking place. The same effects were demonstrable in 
experimental infections in mice. The interference was 
observed only with organisms sensitive to streptomycin; 
with a strain of bacterium resistant to streptomycin, 
terramycin may have a synergistic action. With aureo- 
mycin and terramycin the antagonism is relatively 
slight, and therefore may not be significant clinically, 
but this may not be true of chloramphenicol. — “J. 
Pharm. and Pharmacol.,” iv, 4, 279. 
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TOPICAL USE OF AUREOMYCIN IN SKIN 
DISEASES 
B. Solomons (“Brit. Med. J.,” 1951, 2, 525 


A 3 per cent. aureomycin hydrochloride ointment in 
s petrolatum and wool fat base was employed in the 
treatment of 144 dermatological cases (sycosis barbae, 22; 
lliculitis of other areas, 12; impetigo, 57; miscella- 
neous, 53). The ointment was applied thinly and gently 
to the affected areas twice a day. The most striking 
results were obtained in the treatment of sycosis barbae; 
vithin a week improvement was noted in all cases, and 
n all except three cases the pustules had disappeared 
the aan of a fortnight. All the cases, except one, 
{ folliculitis of other areas also responded to the treat- 
ment, and all except two of the cases of impetigo were 
ired within four to seven days. Local sensitivity oc- 
curred in only two cases of the series Aureomycin 
vould appear to be the best available antibiotic for use 
1 ointment form for pyogenic infections.—“J. Pharm.

SURGERY AND STREPTOMYCIN FOR 
TUBERCULOSIS OF JOINT 
By L.G.D. 


In a joint paper presented at the eighth biennial 

sembly of the International College of Surgeons in 
Madrid, Spain, two American surgeons from Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, Drs. M. S. DeRoy and Harry Fisher, re- 
ported that surgical drainage coupled with streptomy- 
cin therapy — a new concept in the treatment of bone 
tuberculosis —- has brought about gratifying results. 

The conservative treatment for years has been rest 
and immobilisation, the American surgeons point out. 
Some joints recovered, in others the disease was 
arrested, while many went on to ankylosis, an abnor- 
mal immobility and consolidation of a joint. Drainage 
of the tuberculosis abscess was a complicated and some- 
times dangerous procedure. 

“It is no longer necessary to accept painful deformed 
joints with possible ankylosis without making a de- 
cisive attempt to shorten the course of the disease by 
surgical attack upon the infected area, such as has been 
developed in the treatment of pyogenic conditions of 
the bones and joints,” the two Americans reported. 

Their study involved 85 cases treated with a combi- 
nation of surgical drainage and streptomycin adminis- 
tration since September, 1946. The surgeons summa- 
rised 75 per cent. of the results as “excellent,” mean- 
ing thereby complete cessation of destruction of bone 
or joint, closure of sinuses, absence of pain, and re- 
tention of at least 75 per cent. or more active joint 
motion. In spinal lesions they implied no further 
activity. 

The remaining cases also had cessation of bone and 
joint destruction, and relief from pain, but some residual 
discomfort remained because of the irregularity of bone 
contour in some of the joints. These cases retained 
25 to 75 per cent. of active joint motion, and have 
otherwise remained well. 

The surgeons explained that, as with pyogenic types 
of infection, the antibiotic overcomes the bacilli and 
dead tissue is liquefied, leaving healthy, non-infected 
tissue. The opening for the drainage gradually closes 
and bone healing occurs. Success depends upon com- 
plete drainage. 

“Streptomycin without drainage has failed to control 
the progress of the disease in most cases,” they pointed 
out. “Surgery without streptomycin is dangerous, The 
combined use of surgery and streptomycin has been 
particularly effective. Surgical sinuses have closed in 
from three to sixteen weeks. Although lesions thus 
treated progress to healing, lesions may develop in other 
parts of the body, regardless of streptomycin therapy.” 


The tendency for bone regeneration to recur in chil- 
dren, with no disturbance in growth, has been particu- 
larly evident and gratifying. 


“Although in a disease as chronic, prolonged and un- 
predictable as tuberculosis, where one must be cautious 
in the eventual prognosis, we must state that the re- 
sults have been most gratifying,” the surgeons reported. 
“Upon these results are based our feeling that a radical 
change in the concepts of treatment of skeletal tuber- 
culosis is indicated.” 


SYNERGISTIC ACTION OF p-AMINOBENZOIC ACID 
ON CORTISONE IN RHEUMATOID ARTHRITIS 


L. L. Wiesel, A. S. Barritt and W. M. Strumpe (“Amer. 
J. Med. Sci.,” 1951, 222, 243). 


In view of the scarcity and cost of cortisone a search 
was made for a method of reducing the usual dosage 
in the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis. Its structural 
similarity to the oestrogens, whose inactivation by the 
liver is inhibited by the simultaneous administration of 
p-aminobenzoic acid, suggested an attempt to inhibit 
the destruction of cortisone in the body by a similar 
method. Fifteen patients suffering from rheumatoid 
arthritis were treated accordi to two different tech- 
niques, details of which are tabulated. The dosage of 
cortisone employed was, by itself, completely ineffec- 
tive in controlling the manifestations of rheumatoid 
arthritis. On a daily intramuscular dose of 25 mg. of 
cortisone acetate, together with oral administration of 
1.5 g. of sodium p-aminobenzoate every two hours until 
12 g. had been taken, all the patients demonstrated 
great relief of pain and objective symptoms. None of 
the undesirable side effects frequently present with the 
usual dosage of cortisone acetate was observed, and 
only occasional mild heatburn resulted from adminis- 
tration of the sodium aminobenzoate.—“J. Pharm. and 
Pharmacol.,” iv., 5, 338. 


TOXIC EFFECTS OF DINITRO-OGRTHO-CRESOL 
(D.N.O.C.) 


Certain substances used in agriculture for sprayin 
crops may have a toxic effect on their users. suc 
substances, one of the most important, since it has 
caused a number of deaths, is _ dinitro-ortho-cresol 
(D.N.O.C.). The early detection of cases of poisoning 
is made possible by the routine estimation of D.N.O.C. 
in blood samples. In Great Britain the Department of 
Agriculture and Fisheries is seeking the co-operation 
of employers and workers engaged on such spraying, 
in launching a voluntary scheme, which will include 
the taking of blood samples. 


INTRAVENOUS SODIUM p-AMINOSALICYLATE 
R. G. Douris and J. Bory (Therapie, 1951, 6, 371). 


A 3 per cent. aqueous solution of sodium p-amino- 
salicylate, as recommended by Paraf for intravenous 
use, is almost isotonic. It may be sterilised by heat- 
ing, since the proportion decarboxylated is 1.3 per cent. 
(100 deg. C. for 1 hour), 1.6 per cent. (115 deg. C. for 
} hour), or 2 per cent. (120 deg. C. for 20 minutes), and 
this proportion of p-aminophenol does not appear un- 
duly toxic. Oxidation products, which are formed slowly 
in the cold and more rapidly on heating, are pyrogenic 
in rabbits. Oxidation may be prevented by the use of 
sodium bisulphite, sulphite or hyposulphite, but the 
quantities necessary are too large to permit prolonged 
therapeutic use. Alternatively, the solution may be 
stabilised with sodium formaldehyde sulphoxylate 
(patented) —“J. Pharm. and Pharmacol.,” iv, 5, 336

Toxicity of D.D.T. in Base Containing Oil, 


The following prescription was presented at our 
pharmacy :— 
5 per cent. D.D,T. in 
C.C.S. Base, A.P.F. 
Mitte, 960 gr. 
Sig. m.d.u. 

As the Cream of Sulphonated Wax is an oil/water 
emulsion, it was thought that the D.D.T. might pos- 
sibly dissolve in the oil, and thus give rise to toxic 
effects. References to these effects were found in 
“Pharmacologic Principles of Medical Practice” (Krautz 
and Carr), where it states that “oil solutions (of D.D.T.) 
are absorbed readily” and “when used in powdered 
form (i.e., 5 per cent. in tale powder) the substance is 
not likely to produce toxic effects unless it is inhaled 
or swallowed in large amounts. In oil or oil miscible 
solvents, however, its cumulative action and absorba- 
bility from the skin provide a definite hazard.” 

We contacted the doctor and it was ascertained that 
the preparation was for the treatment of ‘“Pediculosis 
Pubis.” As the affected part of the body is tender, and 
fearing the rate of absorption, we suggested the use 
of Powdered Teale as an alternative vehicle, This sug- 
gestion was accepted by the doctor ayd the prescription 
so dispensed. 

To observe the cream when dispensed as written, we 
prepared two ounces. On standing for some minutes the 
emulsion showed definite signs of cracking. A _ pos- 
sible explanation is that the comparative solubility of 
D.D.T. in oil is much greater than in water, and, there- 
fore, when the D.D.T. was introduced to the oil/water 
emulsion the oil “took up” the D.D.T., thus increasing 
the proportion of the disperse phase, thus causing 


cracking.

Ephedrine Hydrochloride and Phenobarbitone Sodium. 


I have noticed an article in the Journal for March, 
1951, in the section “Applied Pharmaceutics” dealing 
Ephedrine Hydrochloride Sodium Phenobar- 

itone. 


The A.P.F., 1947, formula for Elixir of Ephedrine and 
Fhenobarbitone contains Ephedrine Alkaloid. A solu- 
tion of ee Alkaloid in water is “strongly alka- 
line” (B.P. Monograph), so that Phenobarbitone would 
not be precipitated. 

Ephedrine Hydrochloride in solution is neutral, so 
that, when mixed with Sodium Phenobarbitone Solu- 
tion no precipitation of Phenobarbitone should occur. 
This was indeed the case on mixing a solution con- 
taining two grains of Ephedrine Hydrochloride with a 
solution containing four grains of ium Phenobarbi- 
tone, each in one fluid drachm of water (this gives maxi- 
mum doses of each per fluid drachm). 

The article seemed to indicate that precipitation 
would occur using stronger solutions, and I would be 
pleased if you could enlighten me as to whether pre- 
cipitation was expected, and if so what substance would 


be precipitated.

DRUGS LIABLE TO PRODUCE ADDICTION 
(From “The Pharmaceutical Journal,” May 17, 1952.) 


The Expert Committee of the World Health Organisa- 
tion, set up to examine and make recommendations 
on drugs liable to cause addiction, held their third 
session in Geneva in January, 1952, and a report (W.H.O. 
Technical Report Service No. 57) of the proceedings 
has now been published. The British representative 
on the Committee is Dr, J. R. Nicholls, Deputy Govern- 
ment Chemist. Some of the decisions taken by the 
Committee are set out below. 

6-Methyldihydromorphine.—The Committee confirmed 
their previously-expressed opinion that it must be clas- 
sified as an addiction-producing drug. 

N-Allylnormorphine.—Information was received on 
the antagonistic action of N-allylnormorphine to the 
analgesic, respiratory and other effects of morphine and 
pharmacologically morphine-like substances, and on the 
possibility of its clinical employment for such antago- 
nistic actiog against overdosage of morphine or mor- 
phine-like substances and against foetal respiratory 
depression which may occur with the use of morphine 
or morphine-like substances in obstetrics. Information 
on its action in addicted and previously-addicted indi- 
viduals lead to the conclusion that liability to its use 
by addicts is very slight. 

Morphonlinylethylmorphine.—This substance is not 
more liable than codeine to produce addiction, and is 
less readily convertible than codeine to an addiction- 
producing drug. 

Diamorphine.—-The complete abolition of legally- 
produced diamorphine would greatly facilitate e 
— against its illicit use. 

3-Hydroxy-N-methylmorphinan.—Because it (1) pro- 
duces morphine-like euphoria, (2) will suppress the 
abstinence phenomena of a known morphine addiction, 
and (3) will sustain a morphine addiction, it must be 
considered an addiction-producing drug comparable to 
morphine. A similar decision was reached in respect 
of 3-methoxy-N-methylmorphinan. 

The racemic form of 3-hydroxyl-N-methylmorphinan 
has been marketed in one country, and the laevo- 
rotatory form in another, under the same trade name 
Dromoran. The dosage of these two substances being 
in the proportion of 5 to 2, the Committee drew attention 
to the confusion that must arise from this situation 
and. to the great danger for therapeutic use should 
both substances become available under the same name 
in the same country. 


3-1-Methyl-3-ethy!-4-pheny] - 4 - propi ypiperidine 
(NU-1$32).—This substance and its salts must be con- 
sidered as liable to produce addiction. 

Methadols and Acetylmethadols,—These substances 
can be derived from methadone and its isomers. The 
Committee concluded, therefore, that because of their 
close similarity of structure and action probably all 
these methadols and acetylmethadols have to be con- 
sidered as drugs liable to produce addiction. 

Dithienylbutylamines.—Information on compounds of 
this type (a new synthetic group of potential analgesics 
of which 3-diethyl-amino-l, 1-di-(2’-thienyl)-but-l-ene 
is an example) indicates that such compounds produce 
some morphine-like effects. 

Cannabis Sativa L.—The question of justification of 
the use of cannabis preparations for medical purposes 
was discussed. The Committee decided that cannabis 
preparations were practically obsolete, and there was 
no justification for their medical use. 

Barbiturates.—These must be considered as drugs 
liable to produce addiction, and dangerous to public 
health, although differentiation among them with 
respect to the intensity of this liability cannot yet be 
made. Therefore the Committee believe it to ad- 
visable to take measures to strengthen the control over 
these substances on the national level: (1) barbiturates 
should be dispensed only on a prescription; (2) each 
prescription should specify the number of times it may 
be refilled or repeated; (3) a careful record should be 
kept of each prescription. 

mphetamine and Derivatives.—Close watch should 
be kept on the use of the amphetamine group of com- 
pounds so that appropriate measures for their control 
may be taken if such become necessary.

Although the Remembrance Day Call to the people 
of Australia was issued last November, its impact on 
Australians has been so marked that there is still a 
brisk demand for printed copies of it.

To make it clear why there is no change, the 
new printing gives the origin of the phrase—I Peter: 
2-17. It is a Biblical text, and the full verse is: 
“Honour all men. Love the brotherhood. Fear God. 
Honour the King.”

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Goodwill and Taxation

When Sir William Beveridge presented to the British 
Parliament in November, 1942, his report on “Social 
Insurance and Allied Services,” the basis of the recom- 
mendations he made was the banishment of economic 
fear. There were very good grounds for some of the 
recommendations he made, and in the period of nearly 
ten years which has elapsed since the presentation of 
that report it can be stated that Governments, not only 
within the British Commonwealth but of other nations 
also, have been influenced by the mass of statistics Sir 
— produced and his logical development of the 
theme. 


The poorer e in the community were those in 
mind for the amelioration of their living conditions and 
improvement of their general standard of living. 


In Australia Governments have gone a long way in 
applying many of the recommendations of the Beveridge 
report. This country would have gone farther than it 
has, perhaps, but for the limiting factor imposed by 
financial considerations. It is notorious that Common- 
wealth and State Treasurers are at their wits’ end to 
devise means of gaining the wherewithal to pay for 
the many “hand-outs” we have qualified to enjoy. 


Taxation, of course, in its manifold applications, is 
the main source of revenue, and one avenue developed 
over the past ten years, by departmental interpretation. 
has been the levying of taxation on the goodwill of 
businesses sold, where the sale has nm accompanied 
by the “granting, assigning or surrendering” of a lease. 
Goodwill as such is not taxable, so that where a 
businessman is the fertunate possessor of the freehold 
of his business premises, and is prepared to sell both 
the freehold and the business, no taxation is payable on 
the element of goodwill. 


The relevant provision under which taxation is being 
levied on goodwill was introduced in 1936 as an amend- 
ment to the Income Tax Assessment Act, and was 
brought about by and related directly to the premiums 
paid on transfers of the leases of hotels. For some 

ears after 1936 the application of the provision was 
imited to hotel leases, but about 1942 the section was 
extended to other types of businesses. Objecting tax- 
payers have taken their assess- 
ments on appeal to the High 
Court, and on the wording of 
the law the High Court in 
some cases—depending upon 
the circumstances—has upheld 
the Commissioner’s decision. 


All this has left the retailer 
who wishes to sell his business 
very much out in the cold 
when his business is linked 
with the tenancy of his busi- 
ness premises. Business men 
do not retire every year, and 
tax assessments have been 
known to lag two or three 
years; consequently, the fact 
that taxation was being ap- 
plied to goodwill, and the 
more startling fact of what it 
could mean in terms of £ s. d., 
were slow in reaching the con- 
sciousness of many who were 
soon to be affected. this. 


Within the P.D.L.

notice of chemists and warn them. There was, for 
instance, an informative article on the subject in “The 
Australasian Journal of Pharmacy” of April, 1948 (re- 
printed in July, 1951, page 646), as well as periodical 
warnings, and a strong case was presented before the 
Commonwealth Committee on Taxation in September, 
1950, favouring the abolition of taxation on goodwill. 
Both the Guild and the Pharmaceutical Society have 
thrown their weight behind these efforts. 

Now other retail organisations have been awakened 
to the seriousness of the prospect which faces so many 
of their members, and which will, in fact, face all of 
their members at some time or other unless the law 
is altered. Opposition to the tax was brought to a head 
late last month when a meeting of retailers’ organisa- 
tions in Victoria, convened through the Victorian Fede- 
ration of Retailers’ Associations, took the first concerted 
steps towards bringing the injustices inherent in this 
form of taxation directly before the notice of all 
members of the Commonwealth Parliament. A com- 
mittee was formed, and representatives were sent to 
stimulate interest in New South Wales and Queensland, 
with the result that a strong deputation, representing 
the Trade Associations’ Federal Taxation Defence 
Council and comprising delegates from Victoria, New 
South Wales and Queensland, waited on the Common- 
wealth Treasurer (Sir Arthur Fadden) in Melbourne 
on June 24, and placed the retailers’ views before him. 
The Treasurer listened carefully to the case presented 
by the deputation, and promised to refer the matter 
to the Commonwealth Committee on Taxation, and to 
consider it further during the forthcoming Budget dis- 
cussions in Canberra, 

It is a os worth st although it could hardly 
be descri as common knowledge, that there are 
loopholes in the Income Tax Assessment Act which 
permit of the taxation on goodwill being avoided, pro- 
vided the terms of sale of the business are drawn 
correctly by a skilled lawyer who understands the 
intricacies of the very involved income tax law. But 
for every one who is aware of the position, and takes 
the precautions he is legally entitled to take, there are 
perhaps four or five others who proceed to inform 
themselves after they have received an assessment. Now 
a law is bad when otherwise 
law-abiding citizens seek to 
take advantage of technical 
loopholes favouring their in- 
terests. This particular law is 
sufficiently unjust and discri- 
minatory, even confiscatory, to 
arouse in retailers’ minds real 
fears that a large proportion 
of their life savings will be 
swallowed up in taxation of 


Federal Taxation Defence 
Council had brought to its 
notice one case where the 
proprietor of a business died 
and the business was sold for 
an amount which included 
£15,000 for goodwill. Certainly 
there was other income, but 
it is equally true that the bulk 
of the taxation of approxi- 
mately £11,500 levied against 
the widow was attributable to 
the goodwill. Hers will be a 
disillusioned retirement! 

The retailers have a strong 
It is being well pre- 
sented, and will undoubtedly 
command sympathetic interest 
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from Parliamentary representatives. Next will be the 
problem of showing how it can be done, to forestall 
the departmental opposition which can be expected to 
develop. Everything possible is being done to ensure 
the introduction and passage through Parliament of an 
amending Bill which will give the relief sought. Every 
chemist throughout the Commonwealth can help in this 


campaign by discussing the question of taxation on 
cunierl 1 with his Federal Parliamentary representatives. 
Banishment of economic fears is a concept in Sir 
William Beveridge’s programme which will have less 
ualified support from retailers when their goodwill— 
the fruits of their initiative and their labours—is pre- 
served to their use or for the benefit of their dependants, 
just as their other capital assets are so preserved.

The taxation of goodwill is provided for under the 
Income Tax and Social Services Contribution Assessment 
Act 1936-1952, Division 4—Leases—Section 83-89. 

As you will know, Mr. Treasurer, this legislation was 
amended in 1936 by a previous Government for the 
pur) of bringing into the income tax field profits 
made by owners of the premises on the sales of hotel 
leases. However, that provision has been extended by 
departmental interpretation (supported later on appeal 
to the High Court) to include other businesses not 
contemplated in the amending legislation in 1936. 

A recent amendment to the Act referred to ‘will 
enable purchasers of weekly or other indefinite tenancies 
to elect to write off, over a period of two yea 

remiums paid for the tenancy or consideration pai 
ior local goodwill associated with the tenancy.’ 

Whilst this brings the purchaser of a weekly tenancy 
or tenancy of an indefinite term into line with pur- 
chasers of fixed term leases, they all will ultimately 
be taxed (to all intents and purposes) on the whole 
of the enhanced goodwill at the time of a sale. 

We are submitting some figures showing the heavy 
tax which could be collected in this way. 

We respectfully request the Government to amend 
the Act so that goodwill, which is a capital asset, will 
not in future be taxable as income in the hands of 
vendors. 

In support of this request we would point out the 
following facts:— 

1. Goodwill, in the main, is built . over a number 

of years, very often a business lifetime, by per- 
sonality, initiative, hard work, and very frequently 
in the case of small businesses by the proprietors 

Goodwill so built up is to ensure adequate pro- 
vision on the retirement of the owner or for the 
benefit of a widow and dependents.

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3. Goodwill so built up is an accretion of capital 
value, and should not be treated as income. Capital 
increment is not taxable in the case of new Crown 
leases for primary production purposes or in the 
case of Canberra business leases, 

. The taxation to which we object savours of class 
legislation, inasmuch as it applies entirely to busi- 
nesses attached to leased or rented premises, whilst 
it does not apply to freehold premises nor to farm 

roperties. 

_ If you accede to our request, we claim the loss of 
revenue to the Government would be small. In 
the first place the net amounts collected in the 
aggregate represent a 7 small percentage of 
total annual Commonwealth revenue, and in the 
second place this reduction of capital means:— 

a. That the Government in future years will lose 
considerable income tax revenue on yearly 
incomes on investments that would be pur- 
chased with the capital obtained through the 
sale of goodwill; and 
That in many cases the taxation is so severe 
that retired people and widows might be 
obliged to seek pensions from the Government 
instead of remaining self supporting. 

In conclusion, we would point out that two members 
of the present deputation last week attended large 
meetings of representatives of trade organisations in 
Sydney and Brisbane, and that both States are solidly 
behind this request. We are confident that, had time 
permitted visits to the other States, these too would 
have been equally concerned. Indeed, though onl 
communicated with by phone, also Tasmania and Sou 
Australia have eagerly sought representation on this 
deputation. 

The high incidence of taxation on goodwill, we feel 
sure you will agree, very seriously affects what might 
be termed the solid middle class section of the com- 
munity, which has worked hard and honestly to ensure 
security, which has served the public faithfully, and 
which has the right to expect from the Government 
that its labours over the years will not be rendered 
profitless through inequitable incidence of taxation. 

We are confident of your sympathetic consideration . 
to our request.” 


Sir Arthur Fadden, in replying, said the legislation 
had been in operation a long time, and he would have 
expected protests to have been made earlier. In par- 
ticular, he thought a case would have been presented 
to the Commonwealth Committee on Taxation, which 
was set up by his Government in February, 1950. [It 
was intimated that such a case had been presented to 
the Commonwealth Committee on Taxation at its sit- 
tings in Melbourne in September, 1950, by Pharma- 
ceutical Defence Limited and the Newsagents’ Organi- 
sation.—Ed.} Although most representations on financial 
and taxation matters were made to him as Common- 
wealth Treasurer, after all he was only one member 
of a Cabinet of 20 members. He promised to have the 
position examined by the Commonwealth Committee on 
Taxation, and would have the matter considered fur- 
ther during the forthcoming Budget discussions in Can- 
berra. 

The deputation withdrew after Mr. Joske had thanked 
Sir Arthur Fadden for his courtesy.

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Costing in Pharmacy: Labour 


By R. A. Moore, Ph.C., M-P.S,, A.LC.A., A.C.A.A. 


Labour, the second element of cost,.differs from ma- 
terials in that it cannot be stored for future use. This 
attribute has led to many schemes for its remunera- 
tion and control. 

The works of Halsey, Weir, Gantt, Emerson and Dr. 
F. W. Taylor are interesting in their views on solving 
 —mogg problems, but are only of academic interest 

ere. 


The following of a worker in frequent movements 
in and out of departments in order to record times 
would create a hopeless situation in pharmacy. In 
industry these movements are more deliberate and are 
planned by routine transfer forms. Where workers are 
frequently transferred they are placed on the payroll 
of the department most commonly served. 


A customer cannot reasonably be charged with the 
labour cost of orders not his own, and in which he 
can have no interest, or to have joined in a promiscuous 
manner labour charges which include in an overall 
rate those of other activities, on the principle of charg- 
ing what the traffic will bear. 

Any scheme will require to be set up 
along the lines other manufacturi industries if 
this element is to be scientifically distributed to costs. 


There is no indirect material used in pharmacy, there 
being no auxiliary manufacture producing assets of a 
continuing nature. Such items as tow, cotton wool, 
filter paper, gauze, lint, etc., would be posted to an 
expense standing order as factory or departmental 
supplies. 

Labour is accounted for as both direct and indirect. 
Direct embraces all that associated with processing 
materials in ce operations. Indirect, that 
which is needed to assist the smooth working of those 
operations and include such items as cleaning, sweep- 
ing, maintenance, repairs, inspection, supervision, cor- 
rection of faulty work, etc., and may be specific to a 
department or general in application. 


The source of labour is in time cards, and the usual 
procedure is to mark hours worked on hand-written 
cards or by mechanical recorders. An abstract is made 
extending hours at the wage rate, and summaries 
classify the segregated labour costs for each depart- 
ment and sub-classify operations within departments. 


Time cards show times of working. Payroll the 
amount paid. Where wages are at a fixed weekly 
amount these two will not agree. Clause 15 of the 
Victorian No. 6 (chemists’) award states that a time 
book shall be kept in which each employee shall 
enter daily his or her starting and finishing times. This 
obviously refers to attendance times only, attendance 
and production are not synonymous in cost accounting. 


It is clear that a person cannot work non-stop for 
40 hours each week on production, owing to the inter- 
vention of circumstances arising from external and in- 
ternal sources. 


The first objective is to set a rate which will cover 
all unavoidable delays so that they will be recovered 
as a legitimate charge to costs. Those of an external 
nature appear in awards, and include holidays, sick 
pay, etc. Internal are allowances at various percen- 
tages in industry to cover delays, stops and 
starts, inefficiencies, but not for orders not in hand. 


At £16 per week this is £481481 (9/7) approx.) 50 
that 30 hours’ work in one week would be: Direct de- 
rtmental labour, £14/8/10; indirect or idle time, 

1/11/2; and payroll, £16. 

Unless this idle time can be transferred to other pro- 
ductive work, service, or standing order, it is indirect 
to that department; not general, which would have 
the effect of loading other activities in the distribution 
with excess cost not their concern. 

In industry, it is the duty of the foreman to observe 
a worker when near the end of a job, and to have 
ready a card from the jobs ahead rack so as to pre- 
vent a holdup. Otherwise a waiting card must be 
issued to protect the worker, and if many come through, 
it’s, “explanation wanted.” 

A high rate means higher cost figures with a low 
cost of idle time, and lower profits on selling prices 
where prices are fixed. Conversely, a low rate means 
lower cost figures, as costs are given away, and the 
cost of idle time increases. 

Prime cost is known as a combination of material 
and the labour expended in processing it into a market- 
able product. 

It is clear, however, where wages are a fixed weekly 
amount, that this direct labour requires further 
analysis for the correct setting of an hourly rate, which 
must not only cover the actual processing, but also 
absorb the legal enforcement of idle or absent time, 
caused by awards and other circumstances, as graphi- 
cally presented in the chart. 

In this illustration the unavoidable idle time amounts 
to 352 hours and costs in money £140/16/-. 

Recovery is accomplished by raisi the rate per 
hour, in this instance, from 8/- to the figure stated. 

One employee is taken for simplicity. 

Where the rate will not cover production in this 


way it becomes a problem for ee. and points 
to idle time, which should be avoidable or put to some 
productive or service use.

Pharmacy — As a Profession, As a Commercial 
Undertaking, or As a Mixture of Both 


Pertinent Questions on an Important Subject 


From a Contributor in U.K. 


We do not necessarily agree with all of the statements made by our contributor. He presents 
some aspects, however. which merit consideration. His view—and we know it is not shared by 
all—is that the changes in pharmaceutical education being made in Great Britain will mean that 
“more students will go into medicine. dentistry and optics — simply because the remuneration is 
better. Then the Ministry of Health will not hesitate to press for those with a lower standard to 
be employed as DISPENSERS to keep and maintain the service.” Speculative thought. perhaps. 
but it draws attention to possibilities which should not be ignored. 


On all sides, we hear an urgent call for a more ideal 
training for apprentices to pharmacy and for a three- 
year university pharmacists who will finally 
receive the degree of B.Sc. in pharmacy at the end of 
this four or five years’ training. No organisation can 
stand still in this world; we either go up or go down, 
and most people are anxious to see pharmacy go up. 
In the United States, we have students and pharma- 
ceutical organisations subscribing largely to the State- 
ment of Policy outlined by the National Union of Phar- 
maceutical Students of Australia. But, in the United 
States, there is also a strong commercial element which 
will always be able to do much of this professional 
@work with the heip of those who have a much lower 
qualification —- where the law of that State is not too 
particular 


In Great Britain, the same two opposite factors are 
lso at work; powerful commercial organisations are 
yery little interested in the professional side of the 
usiness; they are too anxious to make money for their 
hareholders and use professionally-trained men _ to 
vake it for them. These organisations are not a good 
elp when the small proprietor pharmacist and his 
nion are negotiating with the Government of a 
yuntry or with a State within that country 


In other words, we may say that the commercial 
ide of pharmacy is, by far, the much more powerful 
wide in all State negotiating for contracts. Until the 
urely professional side gains control, I have very little 
ope of any change for the better; I am saddened to 
think that any change, now, may be for the worse. 


Professional Training and Standing. 


In the first place, let me state that I am of the defi- 
nite opinion that our daily routine of retail pharmacy 
—as we know it today—will not change for the better 
for very many years still to come. I am only hoping that 
it will not change for the worse. 


It should not be a difficult matter for all the phar- 
maceutical organisations in Great Britain, the United 
States, and the whole of the British Commonwealth 
countries, to bring about the following training scheme, 
this year:— 

(1) Students to take the usual matriculation exami- 
nation for entrance to a university; they should 
be able, at that examination, to prove that they 
have carried out not less than 60 hours practical 
work in Chemistry, in Botany and in Physics, 
under recognised teachers 


(2) Upon passing, they register as students with their 
Society and the University. 


(3) Students take a special course of 24 months’ 
tuition in the usual subjects, and, at the end of 
that period, they pass an examination—same stan- 
dard as the present qualification for pharmacist 
—and this is termed the IN ; 

(4) A course of another 24 months’ tuition (or 18 
months) with the degree of B.Sc. in Pharmacy at 
the end of it. This is the full qualifying diploma. 
It is not a Pass, but an Honours Degree standard. 

Many people would like to see this state of things 

brought about; I am one of them, but I readily recog- 
nise that, constituted as retail pharmacy is at present, 
the whole thing would be a serious mistake. I give 
my reasons as follows:— 

(1) Personally, I do not see why the standard of 
training and qualification of pharmacy should not 
be equal to that of medicine, dentistry and of 
veterinary science. 
But once you make it so, as I have outlined 
above, you make it cost as much in time, money 
and work. 

Personally, if faced with this, I should naturally 
say, “Let me —- my money and time working 
for the medical or dental degree, for, both medi- 
cine and dentistry are professions now, but phar- 
macy only hopes to be so. 

This hope may never be realised, and you can- 
not afford to spend so much money and time on 
what may benefit you, but only on what will. 


The National Union of Pharmaceutical Students 
of Australia, in their Statement of Policy, have 
stressed the fact that the average retail pharmacy 
is NOT a proper place in which to train students 
for the B.Sc. in pharmacy. It seems very evi- 
dent to them that there is far too much of the 
commercial element and too little of the profes- 
sional side in the average retail pharmacy. 

With this, most of us will = but the great 
problem we have to face is “What are we going 
to do with those B.Sc. graduates in pharmacy— 
now that we have started them on this road— 
once they are qualified? 

Will they take a post in the average pharmacy, 
which was a place not good enough for the serv- 
ing of their articles or apprenticeship? 

Will a B.Se. in pharmacy be gainfully and ad- 
vantageously employed in the average pecmecy, 
or would he be of more use to himself and his 
employer if he had a post in manufacturing phar- 
macy? 

Would manufacturing pharmacy be large enough 
to absorb all the B.Sc. graduates? If not, wale 
they be forced to accept a post in the average

a girl sales assistant, at the counter? 


If our graduate in pharmacy had to take 2 post 
in the average pharmacy, he would find that all 
he had been trained for at the University could 
be done by most people who had passed their 
Intermediate, since that would be equal to what 
we have at present. 

Even this work would be present in the average 
pharmacy to the extent of 30 per cent. of its 
entire work, only. 

But the 70 per cent. of its daily work—the com- 
mercial side — would be something which our 
B.Sc. in pharmacy had no knowledge of. 

Now, while the owner of a pharmacy must handle 
this 60 per cent. or 70 per cent. of commercial 
work in order to make a living, how can he be 
a professional man? 

Agaip, the owner of such a pharmacy could not 
possibly afford to pay the expected remuneration 
for any qualified person whose qualification only 
covered 30 per cent. of the work of that pharmacy. 


Changing Retail Pharmacy. 

Now, it seems plain to me that there is no justifica- 
tion for altering the training and qualification in phar- 
macy from what we have today, unless we can alter 
the average retail pharmacy first. We have no right 
to persuade candidates to part with their money and 
use their time for training for some pseudo-profession. 
Posts do not exist in retail pharmacy that offer suit- 
able work to those who have graduated with the B.Sc. 
in pharmacy. We should not imagine that they do, 
since this would mean that we are blind to the facts 
around us and thus we should tend to lead candi- 
dates astray, at the start. 


I must admit that, in my younger 
been very pleased, at the time, if I 
to become a B.Sc. in pharmacy at the age of 24, say. 
I would have regretted, all my life, that I had spent 

money and time on pharmacy, when I could have 
taken a degree in medicine or dentistry for the same 
outlay. The cost of living is a very large part of any 
University course expense, and I fail to see that room 
and board would be any cheaper for the student in 
pharmacy than the student in medicine, dentistry, archi- 
tecture, or civil engineering. 

Scarcity of Qualified Persons. 

To attempt to force on all candidates the training 
and the standard of qualification as outlined above 
would succeed only in driving good students out of 
retail pharmacy. I am not antagonistic to this higher 
training, even if it is hardly necessary. I have always 
advocated higher education for everybody, not only for 
pharmacists. But youth cannot be blamed if it refuses 
to spend its money to train for a kind of artificial 
post; we must be able to put our training to the best 
use when we qualify, in order to make a living. 


In the past, we have lost valuable time in getting the 
LAW on our side, professionally; we have built -” 
powerful commercial competition in pharmacy whic! 
will always upset our efforts if we try to change the 
Law so that it may support us professionally. 


But, if we want to “start off on the right foot,” we 
must change the law so that the diploma of every 
walified person covers ONE pharmacy, and one only. 
We must insist that only those pharmacists whose names 
appear on the Register of the Society are entitled to 
a retail pharmacy and that their name, and no other 
name, appears on all documents relating to that phar- 
macy. 

Once we do that, we have a firm basis on which 
to build our new training for students to pharmacy: 
our new qualification of B.Sc.; our new y period 
training in a University, and all our rules and regula- 
tions appertaining thereto.

Studying Human Nature in Selling

Editor Modern Retailing 


If retail customers were all of the same mind, and 
susceptible to the same method of being served at the 
counter (a most fantastic assumption, of course), retail 
selling would be merely a matter of handling every- 
body alike — a system of service which would be as 
simple as it would be monotonous. Shopkeepers and 
their assistants would not then be under the obligation 
to devise different “approaches” to suit different tem- 
peraments, nor would they need to make a study of 
human types in order to make the most of their op- 
portunities of increasing goodwill and turnover 


Since, however, people are not all cut to the same 
pattern, with the same likes and dislikes, the same 
prejudices and predilections, it must be agreed that 
some knowledge of human nature, with its manifold 
complexes, must be of infinite value to every person 
charged with the job of selling at the counter. Text- 
books on selling and courses in salesmanship very 
rightly divide customers into various types “vital,” 
mental,” and the rest — and instruction is given on 
how to judge people by reference to their appearance, 
mannerisms, speech, and so on, but the fact remains 
that these guides to character do not necessarily always 
run true to type. It may easily happen that two cus- 
tomers in the same textbook category may be as the 
oles apart in regard to their outlook on life, their 
esponse to suggestion, and — to bring the problem 
nearer to our present subject — in their attitude to- 
ards shops in general and salespeople in particular 


Taking Too Much for Granted. 


For example, a bucolic-looking individual may enter 

he shop, exchange a breezy greeting with the sales- 
an, and then proceed to buy in a free-and-easy style 
hich causes the cash-till to ring merrily. Then, after 
1aking his purchases, our cheerful customer will de- 
art briskly, throwing a throaty joke over his shoulder 
» the salesman as he leaves. 


| While the salesman is still glowing with the warmth 
f this encounter, in comes another bucolic-looking cus- 
omer with an equally breezy manner “Money for 
m,” soliloquises the salesman, as he prepares to serve 
im. But he has mistaken his man, for what he has 
taken for breeziness is a rude brusqueness that is the 
very antithesis of the earlier purchaser's temperament 
And our salesman begins to realise, as many people 
have done before him, that things are not always as 
they seem 


No Wonder He Was Annoyed! 


Another example, for the truth of which I can per- 
sonally vouch, comes to mind. A trader was visited 
by a customer, who hobbled in, helped by two hefty 
sticks. Whilst serving him, the shopkeeper ascertained 
from the garrulous talk of the customer that he was 
crippled by rheumatism, and he naturally sympa- 
thised with the other on his affliction. The customer 
expanded under this treatment, and bought other goods 
besides those for which he had entered the shop 

When the customer had departed, the shopkeeper re- 
membered a “grandmother remedy” for rheumatism, 
which, like all such cures, would remove mountains! 
He determined, if the customer returned at any time, 
that he would pass the information on to him. Some 
days later, he thought he had his opportunity. “You 
will be pleased to hear, sir,” he purred, advancing to-

wards the shopper, “that I have a remedy for your 
rheumatism.” 

The incomer glared at him for a moment, and 
snapped, “To the devil with you and your remedies. 
When I want your advice I will ask for it.” And he 
hobbled out of the shop without buying anything, mut- 
tering to himself something about it being his first 
visit to the shop, and he would take (something) good 
care that it was his last! Then the shopkeeper rea- 
lised, too late, that he had made a mistake, for, although 
there was a marked resemblance, the man who had 
just gone out was not the customer he had previously 
served. That shopkeeper is more careful now. 


Let the Customer Give the Lead. 

Thinking the matter over, I find that he was doubly 
wrong. People with physical disabilities are often 
fickle of temper, and the trader might even have been 
accorded the same treatment had the customer been 
the original one. The point is that a salesman should 
not take anything for granted when addressing a 
shopper. A man I know quite well is an excellent 
fellow — six days in the week. But on the other day 
he is “Mondayish”’—snappy, surly, and apparently at 
odds with the world. Imagine such a man entering 
your shop on his “off day,” after making a pleasant 
and (to you) lucrative call on the previous Friday. 


This is, of course, an extreme case, but it does help 
to ram home the old saying that “you can’t always 
tell the taste by the label on the tin.” Seriously, I 
do suggest that salesmen leave effusive overtures to 
the customer, and comport themselves in a uniformly 
courteous, restrained, and pleasing manner, as one 
would say, “I am here to serve you to the best of 
my ability. Is there anything I can do to make my 
service pleasing and helpful to you?” 


What the Customer Expects from the Salesman. 


To say this aloud would obviously label the sales- 
man as a fitting candidate for the nearest lunatic 
asylum; nevertheless, if such a thought actuates his 
“approach,” he will not go wrong in his dealings with 
the many buying types which enter the shop. There 
need not be anything servile about his manner; there 
must not be, if he is to pve his self-respect; be- 
sides which the public of today has no time for ser- 
vility, much as an obsequious manner on the part of 
salespeople may have seemed to serve its purpose be- 
fore the war. 

Customers know quite well that the things they seek 
are probably easily obtainable elsewhere, and so they 
expect to receive a certain amount of undivided atten- 
tion at the establishments they enter with money to 
spend. This is not to say that they should be regaled 
with flattering remarks, but (and it goes against the 
grain to say it of most of us) we do like to feel flat- 
tered. So much can be done by means of a slight 
action or gesture to prove that, in this regard, deeds 
often speak louder than words. 


Things That are Best Left Unsaid. 


But words can often be made the vehicle of grievous 
blunders by salesfolk — and by other people, too! I 
remember once attending a meeting of male shop assis- 
tants addressed by a teacher (?) of salesmanship, dur- 
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Ancient Hindu medicine employed a calcined 
iron preparation known as Lauha Bhasma.

“Supposing one of you were selling a hat or a coat 
to a lady, and were asked, ‘How do I look in it?’ you 
would ‘Madam, you would look nice 
in anything!’” y companion growled in my ear, 
“sotto voce,” “If I ever heard a salesman say that to my 
wife I'd punch his fat head.” Which goes to show that 
the critics are not always above criticism, as I have 
often found to my own cost! Yet it is the lookers-on, 
they say, who see most of the game, and it is by close 
observation that looking-on can be a lever for 
efficient uplift. 


May I suggest to the reader, therefore, that he 
assumes the role of observer occasionally when buying 
for his personal needs, and that he endeavours to 
analyse his own reactions to the salesman’s “approach” 
and service? He can learn a lot for his own good by 
doing this, and, if he puts into practice the results of 
his observation, he will find himself advancing along 
that road which leads to success in selling. 


Don’t Try to Be Funny! 

Facetiousness ill becomes a salesman, no matter how 
sure he may be of himself or of the goods he is selling. 
A woman once told me that she asked to see an 
article in a shop which advertised: “Everything made 
on the premises.” From sheer love of small-talk, or 
it may have been to satisfy her curiosity, she said, in- 
dicating an article in which she was interested, “That 
looks good! Was it really made on the premises?” 

_ The salesman thought himself quite equal to the occa- 
sion. “Made on the premises?” he repeated. “Of 
course, it was. D’ye think it was made on the roof?” 
While that story is perfectly true, I do not vouch for 
the following, which, however, is worth repeating. “Do 
you keep so-and-so?” asked the enquirer. “No, sir, 
we sell] t ” facetiously remarked the clever (7) assis- 
tant. “Then you'll keep them so far as I’m concerned,” 
snapped the shopper, and walked out of the shop. 


Good Goods Do Not Sell Themselves. 

“Good goods sell themselves,” we are often told in 
that pedantic and heavy way which seems to add con- 
viction to even more trifling cliches than this. They 
do nothing of the sort. But good goods deserve good 
service — the best that can be given to them. More 
— they demand it. The combination of good goods and 
good service is the finest selling force it is possible to 


Imagine. 
Service Counts Most. 

Price plays a far less important part in retailing than 
some of us realise or pretend. Ii 1s servive that counts 
in the long run; and that service can only be rendered 
in its entirety when the salesman, by using the grey 
matter with which Providence has endowed him, rea- 
lises and acts upon the necessity of treating the cus- 
tomer, not necessarily “according to his folly,” but cer- 
tainly in that manner which suits the temperament of 
that individual customer in particular. ot so easy, 
you may say. Well, perhaps not; but the study of man- 
kind is not only a fascinating one, from every 
point of view it is also a profitable one.

MENTAL ILL HEALTH 


Concluding remarks of Dr. J. Catarinich, Director of 
Mental Hygiene (Vic.), to his report for the year ended 
December 31, 1950. 

The promise of a life of abundance and leisure with- 
out corresponding effort on the part of the individual 
is a chimera. nfortunately, it is becoming accepted 


rather widely that man is merely a cog in the machine 
and that the machine should be operated and controlled 
by the State so that, in the course of time, the omni- 
tent State will provide the maximum of everything 
or the individual with the minimum of effort on his 
part; but even if this were possible, it would not of it- 
self ensure the mental integrity of the people. I am 
very strongly of opinion that man’s moral and economic 
independence is essential for the mental well being of 
the human race. Consequently, one looks with a good 
deal of trepidation upon the over-enthusiastie planners 
who desire to contro! the whole of his existence. The 
very essence of mental] stability is to be found in the 
nature of the family relationships. It is these which 
determine to a very great extent the feelings of seeurity 
or insecurity, of being loved and wanted or of being 
rejected with consequent development of feeling of 
inferiority, even of hatred, with subsequent anti-social 
behaviour. If this State, therefore, is anxious for the 
mental well-being of its population, it will do every- 
thing to foster the family, to remove unhealthy social 
and economic conditions and to provide the means 
whereby parents and prospective parents will be edu- f 
cated to understand and guide their children in their’ 
formative years. The experiences of childhood un- 
doubtedly determine the personality and the pattern of 
behaviour of the individual in later life. One, therefore, 
views with dismay the modern tendency of mothers to 
seek employment outside the home, even though this 
means neglect of the proper upbringing of their off- 
spring. 

In recent years a good deal of over-emphasis has been 
laid on the role which psychology can play in the in- 
tegration of personality. It is necessary to point out 
that there are many schools of psychology, all seem- 
ingly intolerant of one another and each demandi 
from its adherents belief amounting almost to a kin 
of religion. There is no doubt that each school has dis- 
covered numerous grains of truth and the various ap- 
proaches to the subject need close study and are to be 
encouraged in every way. It might be stated that pro- 
bably most psychiatrists use an electric kind of psy- 
chology in the management of their patients, but one 
fears that the academical saves to psychology is 
becoming one of indoctrination rather than of educa- 
tion. The Americans, with their usual capacity for 
summing up long-winded dissertations in a few words, 
designate claims often made that all kinds of abnor- 
malities are susceptible to psychological dissection and 
re-integration as being “brass instrument psychology.” 
Psychology is young and a good deal of conservatism 
is still necessary lest it sow the seeds of unreliability 
and thus bring itself into disrepute. 

In recent years evidence given in courts by different 
psychiatrists has tended ty place them in a position of 
advocates rather than impartial witnesses, and there 
has appeared a tendency in some of them to regard any 
departure from what may be regarded as normal con- 
duct as being definitely indicative of mental illness 
with a —— lessened degree of legal responsibility. 
Apart from the difficulty of assessing just what con- 
stitutes normal conduct, one has seen such things as 
variability of moods, a few foolish remarks or some 
eccentric actions stretched to their utmost possible 
limits in their endeavour to prove the irresponsibility 
of the individual. The concept of insanity is a legal 
one which, on the whole, has worked satisfactorily in 
the administration of the law. It appease to me that. 
where the responsibility of an offender is brought into 
the question because of his mental state at the time of 
an offence, the court should be assisted by a court 
psychiatrist, who could quite impartially advise the 
presiding judge on matters concerning the mental 

bility or instability of offenders. Legal responsi- 
bility is definitely not for psychiatrists to determine, 
and impartiality is surely a the determina- 
tion of so important a matter. appointment of 
court phychiatrists seems to me, therefore, to be a 
matter some urgency.

All art is a language, and it is the more so as it 
transcends merely the reproduction of things seen. Pre- 
historic man used sculpture to give meaning to his 
surroundings and to satisfy his love of decoration. 
Sculpture, too, in all ages has been employed to convey 
the relationship of man to the natural and supernatural. 

The sculptor may express himself in many mediums— 
clay, plastic materials and cements, metal, stone, wood, 
etc.—and to a degree there is a close association between 
the sculptor and the song It gives scope to those 
who like and have ability to work with their hands. 

But whereas skill, as % is merely manual, is given 
to the many, skill as it exhibits the contribution of the 
mind, the divine spark of genius, is as rare in sculpture 
as in other art forms. 

The average person is likewise apt to judge sculpture 
according to whether it is a good likeness or not. But 
a good likeness may not be good art. It may lack 
satisfactory form. Its rhythm may not be satisfying, 
and even in the grotesque, when it is a skilful work of 
art, there will be evidence of a background of know- 
ledge of anatomy, technical procedures and so forth. 

The sculptor suffers from a lack of public demand 
for his work, but never from lack of scope. From 
gallery to home decoration, commercial work to port- 
raiture, from cottage to castle, wide indeed is the scope 
for the sculptor’s art, and yet how poorly is this art 
patronised. .

COUGH MIXTURES—AN ANALYSIS AND 
CLASSIFICATION 


Cough remedies are still one of the most 
forms of medication, even though the value o 
of them is open to doubt. Dunlop et al. have found 
that of 17,301 prescriptions under the National Health 
Service 1382 were for cough mixtures. The lungs seem 
to rank second only to the stomach in the need for 
medicinal aid, and cough mixtures are probably used 
as placebos more often than any other medicines except 
tonics. There can, for example, be few patients with 
a common cold who, if they seek medical advice, are 
not allotted a bottle of cough cure. Then there is the 
elderly bronchitic who regularly demands his favourite 
nostrum and is not easily denied it. The public like 
their cough medicine, and if refused by the doctor they 
will go round the corner to the chemist. 

In Dunlop’s analysis purely expectorant mixtures 
were prescribed more than twice as often as purely 
sedative remedies, but of the 1382 prescriptions 806 
were for remedies containing both sedative and expec- 
torant drugs. This, says Dunlop, indicates some thera- 
peutic confusion, but it might also reflect an attitude 
of therapeutic nihilism. Such an attitude is unfair to 
the sedative group of drugs such as codeine and ami- 
done. On the other hand, it was shown some time ago 
that the commonly-used expectorants, such as potassium 
iodine, ammonium salts, ipecacuanha and senega, are 
virtually useless. Evidence to the contrary has been 

on uncontrolled clinical impressions or on animal 
experiments in which the drugs were given in very 
large doses which, translated into clinical practice, 
would be emetic. A real expectorant is badly needed, 
and in this respect the work of Armstrong and White 
with deoxyribonuclease is encouraging, for this enzyme 
strikes at the root of the matter by liquefying deoxy- 
ribonucleoprotein, the component which chiefly accounts 
for the viscvsity of purulent sputum. Deoxyribonu- 
clease can be obtained from ox pancreas, rice bran or 
yeast. It is administered by spray inhalation, and the 
results in the first clinical tests were encouraging. 
Streptomycin, one of the enzymes present in concen- 
trates from cultures of haemolytic streptococci, has a 
similar action on deoxyribonucleoprotein. Such lique- 
faction of purulent bronchial secretions promises to be 
a good deal more effective in enabling a patient to 
clear his air passages than adding mucus to them, 
which is what the | ge oe expectorant drugs are sup- 
sed todo. Banyai asserts that inhaled carbon dioxide 
in a 5 per cent. mixture with oxygen is an effective 
expectorant which not only stimulates respiration and 
increases bronchial peristalsis, but “liquefies mucopur- 
lent inflammatory exudates.” Banyai's work seems to 
have attracted little attention, though he first described 
it 18 years ago—‘“The Lancet.”

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Many people prefer to picture flowers with celour 
film, capturing all the vivid hues of the original blooms. 
However, black-and-white films, properly used, can 
yield attractive results. This is especially true of pan- 
chromatic films like Sufu-xx, since these record in black 
and white the relative brightness of colours as seen by 
the eye 

Certain general suggestions will help you to make 
better flower pictures. First there’s the matter of close- 
ups. Shots of massed blooms rarely are successful as 
pictures of individual blossoms or simple arrangements. 

Shadows Help. 

Correct lighting, too, always is important in picturing 
flowers, since shadows are needed to reproduce form 
yroperly. Strong overhead sunlight is rarely desirable. 

fith black-and-white film best results outdoors are 
obtained in early morning hours or late afternoon 
when the sun’s rays strike the blooms from one side. 
Colour, however, is more difficult to use at these hours. 
A hazy day, with the sun under light clouds, provide 
good lighting conditions for either colour or black and 
white 

Shadows should not be too deep, particularly when 
rou are shooting in colour. A reflector of white cloth 
yr cardboard, placed on the “shadow side” of the bloom, 
will help to balance your lighting for more pleasing 
esults. 

Exposures for flower photography generally are on 
he lengthy side, since pictures of this type call for 

small lens opening to insure detail and sharpness. 
yenerally you will wish to use f/16 or f/22, and shutter 
peeds must be slowed accordingly. Be sure no vagrant 

reezes cause the blossoms to sway. 
The Reflector for Shadow Areas. 

Did you ever watch a photographer shifting around 

big piece of white enetbourd preparatory to taking 
a snapshot? Its purpose is to reflect sunlight into the 
shadow areas. ou can usually get good sunlight for 
your snapshots, but it isn’t always of the same intensity. 
On hazy days the light is soft and diffused. When 
the sky is crystal clear the light is crisp and even harsh. 
On these days especially a reflector can be of great 
help in getting good photographs of people 

One of the simplest reflecting devices is a sheet of 
white cardboard. It is inexpensive and efficient. In 
a pinch, though, there are many good substitutes. Use 
a white towel if you have nothing else handy 

Some photographers use cardboard covered with 
aluminium foil*’ Anvthing light coloured will reflect 
some light. The nice thing about reflectors is that while 
aiding your snapshots they do not change the exposure. 
They just reflect the light into the shadow areas. 

You must place the reflector where it will catch 
the sun, but don't get it in the picture. The closer 
it is to the subject, the brighter the reflection, but do 
not get the reflection so bright as to worry your subject. 
Just experiment a bit, then expose 

Indoor Photography. 

Indoor picture taking these days seems to be getting 
almost as popular as summertime snapshooting out- 
doors 

One of the easiest ways to make indoor shots is with 
photoflood lamps. These lamps really are handy items 


to have around. They're pretty much like ordinary 
household lamps, except that they burn many times 
brighter. And with this brilliant light you can take 
all kinds of pictures around the house—pictures of the 
family, party pictures, room interiors, table tops, and 
innumerable others. 

Some types of photofloods have reflectors built right 
into the bulb. some them into a floor or estal 
lamp, point them at the subject, and you're all set. 

When you start out to make a picture of someone, 
experiment first with just one light. Move it around 
until you find the spot where it is the most pleasing 
on the subject. Usually you will find that the best 
position is slightly above camera level and off a bit 
to one side. Excellent pictures can be taken this way 
with just one photoflood lamp. 

Add a second light if you wish. The second light 
should be a bit further from the subject and on the 
opposite side of the camera. In this way the first light 
functions as the key, and the second as a fill-in light 
to soften the shadows. With this set-up actual snap- 
shot exposures can be made, even with simple box 


cameras. 
Fun with Silhouettes. 

Looking for something different to try with your 
camera on winter’s evening? How about some silhou- 
ettes? They’re easy to make and lots of fun. You 
might even try some silhouettes as a party stunt. Just 
hang a sheet in an archway with a light behind it. 
Place the “actors” between the sheet and the camera. 
The bright light behind the sheet makes the people in 
front of it stand out in striking silhouettes. 

A good idea for a party stunt is to tell the guests, 
some singly and others in groups, to strike poses depict- 
ing some action. Then snap ‘em. 

Some of the guests probably will pose as jitterbugs, 
orchestra conductors, ice skaters, etc. Naturally, profile 
poses are best. 


Simple Procedure. 

The technical aspects of silhouette making are very 
simple. The bulk behind the sheet can be a No. 1 photo- 
flood in a reflector. With this arrangement your ex- 
posure will run about one second at f/8 when using 
fast panchromatic films. With a box camera use the 
largest opening and allow for an exposure of about two 
seconds. Experiment a bit for best results. If you have 
regular snapshot film in the camera, just double the 
above exposure times. 

You can use a regular 100-watt bulb for your light 
source if you wish. In this case, if the bulb is in a 
reflector and your film is the fast panchromatic ype. 
the exposure will be about three seconds at f/8 for 
the adjustable camera. It would be about eight seconds 
for the box camera. Silhouettes can be made outdoors 
as easily as inside. Place your subject against the 
bright late afternoon sky. Cut down the exposure 
slightly, and you will find the subject outlined in 
silhouette just as is done against the sheet indoors. 

Family Groups. 

Birthdays and anniversaries are good seasons for 
getting family group shots. The children return home 
for visits, and bring their children. Often there are 
three and sometimes four generations in the house at 
the same time. 

Don't pass up the qonwuany for making pictures 
that every member of the family will treasure through- 
out his life. 

Posing a group of people often is something of a 
problem. Don’t line them up in a stiff row, like pickets 
in a fence, and let them stare into the camera. That 
is the easiest way to do it, and the reason why most 
family group pictures make you wince. 

You'll find it worth ‘while to plan a little and manage 
to place your subjects in a relaxed, natural, informal 
pose. Keep your eyes open for spots around the house 
where fairly large groups can be arranged informally. 

For group pictures evenness of light is important. 
So you may want to do most of your shooting outdoors 
if your lighting equipment is limited. Secondly, the

NATIONAL TRAINING FOR PHARMACEUTICAL 
APPRENTICES 


Sir,—Mr. L. B. Allen, President of the Victorian 
Chemists’ Sub-Branch of the R.S.S.A.LL.A., in his letter 
(A.J.P., May, 1952) “deprecates the suggestion that pre- 
ferential consideration be given to pharmacy Students 
under the National Service Training Scheme.’ 

Mr. Allen does not specify the source of this prefe- 
rential consideration, but probably refers to the Services. 
However, preferential consideration could come from 
three sources, viz., 

(1) The Services. As a third year apprentice who 
has just completed 14 weeks’ compulsory Army training, 
I agree with Mr. Allen, and can assure him that under 
the present scheme preferential consideration to phar- 
macy students by the Services is impracticable. 

(2) The Universities. A student who has to resume 
his studies at the University after 14 weeks, during 
which time he has probably not even entered a phar- 
macy, let alone dispense, must inevitably find himself 
in difficulties. His whole outlook has to be immediately 
rehabilitated to his original surroundings. The urge 
to study must be redeveloped, and his dispensing tech- 
nique and speed must be recultivated. Surely persons 
affected by this scheme deserve some consideration, 
especially as this is the inaugural year and only a small 
percentage is affected. Time alone will rectify the 
anomalous position whereby only the younger of the 
male students is affected. The Universities and Phar- 
— Boards must naturally use their discretion wisely 

ere. 

(3) The Master Pharmacist. The master pharmacist 
is in the position of losing the services of a trained 
assistant for a prolonged period. Therefore no prefe- 
rential consideration is deserved or need be given, but 
surely the student's interests should be safeguarded, as 
provided under the National Service Act. After all it 
is not the apprentice’s fault that he has to go to camp. 
He is the one who suffers most, especially as his appren- 
ticeship is suspended during this time, and has to be 
made up at a later stage. Victimisation of the trainee- 
apprentice cannot be tolerated. 

I realise that these sentiments must be adapted to 
the various conditions prevailing in different States.

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DOCTOR AND CHEMIST CHARGED UNDER 
PHARMACEUTICAL BENEFITS REGULATIONS 


Proceedings were taken against Brian Patrick Funder, 
medical practitioner, of Glenelg, and Lionel Peter Nunn, 
carrying on business as the Pier Pharmacy, Glenelg, 
on June 12 for alleged offences under the Pharma- 
ceutical Benefits Act and Regulations.

The hearing of the charges against both defendants 
was adjourned by the P.M., Mr. Clarke, until July 1.

ADMINISTRATION OF DANGEROUS DRUG FOR 
PURPOSE OF ADDICTION 


Dr. Reginald John Nowland, 31, of Womerah avenue, 
Darlinghurst, was charged before Mr. I. Beavers, S.M., 
at Central Court of Petty Sessions, Sydney, on June 2, 
with having knowingly administered to himself mor-

UNREGISTERED SUPERVISION—-NEW SOUTH 
WALES CHEMIST FINED 


Mr. J. F. Temby, pharmaceutical chemist, was pro- 
ceeded against in the Broken Hill Court on May 14 for 
failure to have a registered pharmaceutical chemist in 
charge of his chemist’s shop on September 17, 1951, 
and was fined £5 with 12/- costs 

Mr. A. M. Hayward appeared for the defendant, who 
leaded guilty. Presenting the case for the Pharmacy 

ard of New South Wales, Sergeant C. Dennett said 
that Lindsay B. Browne, Inspector of the Board, visited 
Temby’s shop on September 17 and spoke to the de- 
fendant’s brother who was serving. He went to the 
shop the following day and saw Harold Temby, who 
said he was not a registered pharmaceutical chemist, 
but was then in charge of the pharmacy, his brother 
being in Adelaide undergoing an operation. 


Harold see had told the Ins; r that a registered 
chemist, Mr, H. T. Rowe, had n left in charge of 
the shop, but was away at the time suffering from 
mumps. The Inspector examined the prescription, and 
found that eight prescriptions had been dispensed on 
September 17 by Temby and Mr. Charlton who also 
was not a registered ———— chemist. A regis- 
tered chemist was cal in on September 18 to discuss 
the prescriptions. 

Mr. Hayward said that John Temby had been seriously 
ill at the time. His brother had been in the shop for 
20 years and Mr. Charlton for 38 years. 


Overseas News 


GREAT BRITAIN 
London, June 10, 1952. 


Levy Teething Troubles. 

The long-awaited levy on prescriptions came into 
operation on June 1, and so far as your correspondent 
has been able to discover, with enquiries necessarily 
restricted to the London area, the difficulties have not 
been greater than were expected. The London public 
has taken the change-over in its stride. Old-age pen- 
sioners have complained, and several mothers have 
put forward the view that they thought children’s medi- 
cines were free, as dental treatment for children is 
still provided without cost. According to a Scottish 
Sunday newspaper, there was a rush to have old pre- 
scriptions dispensed before the end of the last week 
in May. The Pharmecoutiog Journal quotes a Glasgow 
chemist who said that business had been on June 2 
about the average for a rainy day, but it would take 
some time before it could be determined whether the 
new charge was due to the weather or not. In hospitals 
the transition appears to have taken place quite 
smoothly. 


Some Modifications. 


The modifications in the original scheme which have 
been achieved by the Central N.H.S. Committee include 
a payment of one farthing per form to contractors to 
recompense them for the medicines which are not col- 
lected and for which no levy has been paid, and also 
for those cases in which the conscience of the contractor 
has not permitted him to demand the shilling. In 
rural areas the allowance per form will be three-eighths 
of a penny to those chemists who receive a substantial 
number of prescriptions without direct contact with 
the patient’s household. The official Regulations entitle 
the pharmacist to refuse to dispense a prescription 
unless the levy is first paid. Printed receipts have been 
distributed for use in the cases where a person receiving 
public assistance or a disablement pension wishes to 
claim reimbursement. Notices have been issued for 
display in pharmacies and in doctors’ surgeries pointing 
out that the payment is not for the benefit of chemists, 
but a contribution to the State. The charge for elastic 
hosiery is 5/- or 10/- for each garment, according to 
size. These rates include the shilling levy. 

A last kick at the levy was given at the Annual 
Meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society on May 21, when 
a motion was passed by 57 votes to 48 to the effect 
that a strong protest be made to the Minister of Health, 
and that he should be called upon to abandon a measure 
which could only have the effect of taxing ill health. 

The Central N.H.S. Committee has decided to make 
a claim for increased remuneration from June 1 to offset 
any potential reduction and remuneration following the 
introduction of the levy scheme and to ——— con- 
tractors for the extra work which would involved.

At a meeting held in London on KE! 30 the new 
Minister of Health (see below) said that he would 
watch carefully the effect of the charges on the queues 
at the surgery and the out-patients’ department, on 
the recruitment of dentists, particularly to the school 
dental service, on the relationship to the cost of the 
Service, and the relationship of the cost of the Service 
itself to the whole field of Government expenditure.

The President said that Mr. Grei 
was on a six months’ visit, and that he hoped he a 
Mrs. Greig would have an enjoyable time while in 
Great Britain. In his reply Mr. Greig said that he 
supposed it was the desire of practically all members 
of the profession to visit Bloomsbury Square, which 
had so many associations, not only for Great Britain, 
but also for Australia and for those pharmacists who 
came as visitors. He hoped to make a closer acquaint- 
ance with some British pharmacists during his stay. 
He thanked the Council for allowing him to be present 
at their proceedings, which had been a revelation to 
him of the great amount of work that they undertake. 
He would leave with the Council the warm greetings 
of their counterpart in Australia.

When they 
reathed the stage of working literally to rules and 
without the use of their professional judgment in any 
circumstances, he said, they would cease to deserve 
the name of a profession. A code of ethics could only 
be a code. He hoped the day would never come when 
pharmacists would be like a lot of civil servants who 
— take a.single step unless it was “down in the 


Branch Representatives Meet. 

On the day following the Annual Meeting a meeting 
of 240 Branch representatives from all parts of the 
country was held. A motion was pa urging the 
Council to take immediate steps to bring about the 
necessary improvements in the status of pharmacists 
in H.M. Forces. This matter has already received the 
attention of the Council on many occasions since 1918, 
and there was no dissentient. It was also recommended 
that the Society should hold an annual religious service 
as the a function of the British Pharmaceutical 
Conference. The meeting also agreed that the Council 
should take an early opportunity of instituting a gradua- 
tion ceremony for chemists. 

Unqualified Assistants. 

Considerable discussion took place on setting up a 
Register for unqualified assistants. One motion held 
that it would be a retrograde step, while another ges 
the Society to take steps to compile a list of dispe ng 
assistants who had served in that capacity for a peri 
of years, with a view to assessing their suitability for 
inclusion in a Register, if that were deemed advisable. 
Finally both motions were withdrawn on the assurance 
of the President that the Council would provide a full 
report on this at the Branch Representatives meeting 


in September. 
Franco-British Alliance. 

M of those who attended the two meetings de- 
scri above went on over the Channel to the second 
Congress of the Franco-British Pharmaceutical Com- 
mission which met at Vichy during the week-end of 
May 23 to 26. The Chairman of the French Section 
was M, Frank Arnal, who is a Vice-President of the 
International Pharmaceutical Federation and a Com- 
mander of the Légion d'honneur. He spoke on phar- 
macy’s contribution to the development of European 
civilisation, Other papers included one by Mr. Donald 
Wilson, Chairman of the N.P.U., on “The Practice of 
Pharmacy in Great Britain” and on “Modern Thera- 
peutics” by Professor Charonnat, of Paris. 

There was a banquet, when M. Arnal was presented 
with a diploma showing that he had been elected an 
honorary member of e Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain. On the Sunday the visitors enjoyed 1n 
all-day excursion round the mountainous area crowned 
by the Puy de Dome. 


Proposed Payment for Doctors. 

In the April News Letter an outline was given of the 
increase which was to be made available for payments 
to general practitioners. Detailed proposals have now 
been made on the new method of payment. It is 
recommended that the present maximum of 4000 
patients for a single-handed doctor should be reduced 
to 3500, with a corresponding reduction in respect of 
assistants from 2400 to 2000 patients. Doctors setting 
up in practice may receive an initial practice allowance 

£600 a year in the first year, £450 in the second 
year and in the third year, subject to certain 
conditions, The average payment per patient would 
be increased for those with small numbers on their 
lists. For 1000 the average payment would be 22/- per 
year, rising to 23/8 for those with 1500 patients, and 
then declining to 19/10 for the maximum-sized list. 
This would mean an increase of about £270 per year 
for those with panels of 1000 patients and between £530 
and £570 per annum for those with panels ranging from 
1500 to 3500 patients. Details of the scheme have yet 
to be worked out, and it has to be accepted by the 
bulk of general medical practitioners. 


Russell Pasha Leaves Egypt. 
Major-General Sir Thomas Russell, better known as 
Russell Pasha, the arech-enemy of the trade in dangerous 
drugs in the Middle East, has returned to Britain after 
50 years in.Egypt. He retired from his post as Com- 
mandant of the Cairo City Police in 1946, and from 
1921 had been head of the Central Narcotics Intelligence 
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Bureau. Possibly he did more than any other man to 
rouse the conscience of the Western world against the 
widespread traffic in drugs. His annual reports were 
widely read by an audience who were used to thrillers,” 
but they were real life stories His camel patrols 
ranged the desert searching for drug smugglers and 
detecting the many ingenious methods they employed 
in transporting their wares from one country to another. 
His Suez Canal patrols made big hauls of narcotics 
being ferried into Egypt His detectives, often in 
disguise, ferreted out and stopped many important dr 
deals He frequently told of the test of skill an 
cunning which his war on the drug smugglers provoked. 
At Kantara his men inspected the camel trains for 
smuggled drugs One of the methods used by the 
smugglers was to force camels to swallow rubber con- 
tainers filled with drugs to get them past the frontier. 
Later the camels were slaughtered and the drugs re- 
moved. One day at Kantara a came! fell dead, the 
result of the bursting of one of these rubber containers. 
Recognising the disadvantages of the rubber containers, 
the smugglers switched to metal containers which they 
forced the camels to swallow. Russell Pasha defeated 
this by installing an “electro-eye” at Kantara. Most 
of the hashish grown in the folds of the hills in the 
Levant finds its way to Egypt. Russell Pasha therefore 
asked the Arab League to declare that the action of 
the Levant States in permitting large consignments to 
reach Egypt was an unfriendly and damaging act 
towards a brother Arab State. When he gave evidence 
before the Opium Commission of the League of Nations 
at Geneva in 1930 the drug ring leaders said that if 
they had known he was going to ask the Powers to 
suppress hashish cultivation in the Lebanon they “would 
have asked God to punish and damn him in the second 
world.” 
Supplies of Terramycin. 

Terramycin has now been released to hospitals for 
use at the discretion of the authorities. In addition 
selected hospitals throughout the country have been 
given supplies which may be drawn on by general 
practitioners for certain specific conditions. These are: 

Suspected cases of ornithosis. 

Proved cases of undulant fever (brucellosis). 

Lymphogranuloma inguinale 

Severe cases of atypical pneumonia in which there 

is good reason to believe that the cause is a virus. 

Staphylococcal infections resistant to pencillin. 
Most of the terramycin will be in tablet form (250, 100 
and 50 mgm. per tablet), but preparations such as 
intravenous solutions, elixir and oral drops will be 
available in extremely small quantities. The Ministry 
state that on account of the high cost its use can only 
be justified in hospitals for conditions in which other 
drugs such as sulphonamides or pencillin are unlikely 
to be effective

G.P.’s and Specialists. 

As I wrote my last News Letter the S.A. Medical 
and Dental Council was in session. Since that date 
the Council has acquired some publicity for itself. The 
first contentious matter was the refusal by the Counci: 
to recognise the medical courses given at the Belgian 
Universities of Brussels, Ghent and Louvain. 

There is considerable or experienced y those 
who wish to enter the Medical Faculty of S.A. Uni- 
versities, and students have been seeking medical 
education elsewhere. The overloaded British Univer- 
sities can take only a small ee of students, and 
some prefer to try the Dutch and Belgian Universities 
with which they have a language affiliation. But recog- 
nition seems to be denied to these Universities, one 
of which has been training doctors for more years than 
our land has been colonised. 

Another bone of contention was the ever-increasing 
number of specialists and the growing tendency of the 
public to consult with them direct instead of through 
the usual G.P. channel. In S.A. there is a ialists’ 
register, peculiar, I believe, to this country. he diffi- 
culty arises from the fact that the so-called specialist 
does work which is properly the field of the G.P., and 
naturally charges higher fees! 

In the Senate a note of sanity was struck when in 
a maiden speech Senator Carinus deplored the stress 
laid on hospitals, and supported the Health Minister's 
feeding schemes, and suggested a health education cam- 
aign. It was revealed that hospitals cost something 
ike £5000 per bed to build—a ruinous figure. 


Motions for Annual General Meeting. 

The South African Pharmaceutical Society is A ware 
its loins in preparation for the Annual General Meeting 
of the Council to be held early in May in the City of 
Bloemfontein. This ‘coincides with the Golden Jubilee 
of the Orange Free State and Basutoland Branch of 
the Society, so high jinks are expected as well as the 
more serious business of the meeting. 

At this A.G.M. the policy of the Society for the next 
year will be decided by motions put from the body 
of the House. If accepted the Executive Committee 
must attempt to put these motions into effect; not 
always an easy task, since the Council very rarely 
realises the efforts necessary to do this. 

Some of the motions on the Agenda are new and 
interesting, some old and trite. Perhaps the most in-

teresting motions are those submitted with intent to 
introduce effective disciplinary measures. It must be 
remembered that the Society is a voluntary body, 

to date it has been impossible to am any member 


to adopt a line of action as laid down by the majority. 
When it is realised that the Society insists on an open 
ae system for all contracts with Sick Funds, Benefit 

jieties, etc., it will be seen that it is possible for 
one man to throw a spanner in the works by a behind- 
the-back contract. 

There will be a serious attempt to make the Society's 
decisions effective, but control is always irksome, and 
a strong opposition is to be expected. 

Another resolution aims at pss the right of 
chemists, their apprentices and assistants, to dispense 
prescriptions. It is feared that there is a move to 
introduce legislation to permit nurses and orderlies to 
dispense in certain hospitals where there is not enough 
work for a chemist. The general feeling is that to 
permit any departure from the rigid restriction now 
operating is to introduce the thin end of the wedge. 

The A.G.M. will also be asked to express its dis- 
approval of advertisers us such terms as “Obtainable 
from high-class chemists.” It is difficult to see how the 
Society can in any way control the actions of non- 
pharmacist advertisers. 


Relaxation of Apprenticeship Requirements? 

At present before a shop may engage an apprentice 
it must have been in existence for three years. It is 
felt that in view of the shortage of recruits to the 
profession this might be relaxed. Since each shop is 
inspected before an apprentice is allowed there seems 
no real objection to this step. Restriction was intro- 
duced to protect the apprentice from mushroom shops, 
but that day is gone. 


Control of Penicillin. 

Veterinary preparations have always been exempted 
from the provisions of the Therapeutical Substances 
Act, with the result that they have been sold freely. 
A customer refused a sale of ordinary penicillin can 
ask for veterinary penicillin, and may not be refused. 
Self medication of V.D. with penieliin and the sul- 
phonamides has therefore become common. The meet- 
ing is to be asked to sponsor the alteration of this state 


of affairs. 
Business Matters. 

On the purely business side there are many reso- 
lutions of interest. Some five years ago an Annual 
General Meeting gave an instruction to the Executive 
Committee to negotiate with a view to obtaining the 
“open panel” system in connection with the S.A.R. & H. 
Sick Benefit Fund. Up to date in those areas where 

Railways do not operate their own dispensaries 
the contract for dispensing is given to one man. The 
Journal reveals that all is not well with the S.A.R. & H. 
Sick Fund. During recent years the membership has 
risen by 21 per cent., but the expenditure on drugs, 
chemicals, etc., has risen by 84 per cent. In addition 
the Fund has accumulated a debt of more than £170,000 
with the Administration. No other Sick Fund can be 
anything else but solvent, since they have no rich 
sponsors to be indebted to. 

A careful analysis of prescribing and of other costs 
would be necessary to get a true picture of the cause 
of rising costs, but there can be no doubt that the free 
prescribing of proprietaries and antibiotics is a great 
contribution to this factor. In an efficient Fund these 
costs must be strictly controlled. 

What the outcome will be is not clear, but it would 
seem that for a Fund to run its own dispensaries is 
not an economic proposition. 


Price Control. 

One other resolution which is bound to be strongly 
debated is that calling for the withdrawal of price 
control for goods coming within the scope of the 
Apothecaries’ Licence. The resolution further asks that 
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where controlled prices are necessary the Society shall 
ve called into consultation with the Controller before 
4 oe is fixed 

he profession has been suffering pin pricks for some 
time on the matter of prices. Inspectors are not apt 
to consider the chemist, and may regard such things 
as face cloths as manchester goods or nail scissors as 


cutlery. 
Commissions for Service a 
Of the hardy annuals amongst resolutions is that 
calling for commissioned rank for pharmacists in the 
Forces. Reading of the career ciimeed tw other countries 
to pharmacists in the Forces lends weight to this re- 
quest to which there can be no logical refusal. 


“Buy-Aid” Groups. 

Troubling pharmacy more and myre are organised 
roups of ordinary citizens banded together as buy aids. 
rom industries such as the motor industry, the Post 
Office and the Railways these aids make arrangements 
whereby their members can go shopping on credit, the 
accounts being submitted to the Aid for payment. In 
the case of chemists no discount is given, but other 
trades give as much as 20 per cent. At the end of 
the year the profits obtained as discounts and brokerage 
are divided tween the members according to their 
purchases. In effect, therefore, the customer does get 
a discount on his chemist’s bill. Many chemists favour 
these groups on the basis that it attracts business which 
would otherwise go to the general stores In some 
cities the open panel system is observed, every chemist 
being party to the scheme; in others only one or two 
hemists benefit 

However, I doubt whether any chemist will hear with 
joy the news which has just filtered through. In two 
cases the volume of chemists’ business accruing to the 
aids has grown to such an extent that they have decided 
to open their own pharmacies 


Contract Impasse.

The Pharmaceutical Society has been negotiating for 
some time with the Government for a Centralised Dis- 


wnsing Contract. In the past each magisterial area 
- had its own contract and made its own payments 
Difficulty over the centralisation of payment has pre 
ented any finalisation. The Society has, however, its 
ywn pricing set-up, and it would appear more econo- 
ical and speedier to utilise this But the ways of 
,;0vernment departments are weird and wonderful, and 
o date a state of impasse exists 


Pharmaceutical Education. 

The same state of impasse also exists apparently in 
he new education schemes which were mooted over 
a year ago Although the principle of a three-year 
course has been accepted, the scheme appears to be 
heading for the rocks. The Pharmacy Board have 
requested that chemists and druggists be permitted to 
write the degree examination without attending further 
courses. The University regulations do not permit this. 
Although simple legislation could amend this, it is 
roperly the province of the Minister of Education. 
Phe scheme was hatched by the Minister of Health, 
and the lack of progress would seem to indicate that 
the two Ministers do not see eye to eye on the matter 
of interdepartmental poaching! 

Since the Registrar of the Board and a liaison member 
attend the meeting, some information as to progress 
will be laid before the meeting. but over a year has 
elapsed and nothing has been finalised. It will take 
a considerable time to initiate the new courses once 
finality is reached, and it is more than likely that 
several years will elapse before the first graduates 
appear on the employment market. 


A New Ready Reckoner. 

An interesting publication has made its appearance 
on the market—a pharmaceutical ready reckoner! Ob- 
servations over many thousands of prescriptions show 
that many chemists almost invariably undercharge. In 


this reckoner the basic price of tablets, etc., must be 
worked out to the second decimal place when the cost 
is easily determined by reference to the 
table 

Pricing is an ever-present burden. Where a 500 or 
1000 pack exists it presents little difficulty, but the 
smaller ones give rise to doubt. The problem could 
be solved if chemists would only dispense original 
packs, a solution which would also free the chemists’ 
shelves from the many half-opened packages. 


Labelling of Poisons. 

Companies in business as chemists and druggists have 
been subjected to a wearisome labelling proviso in 
recent years. The Department of Health have ruled 
that a poison must bear the name of the managing 
director, who must be a chemist. The affairs of the 
company are not usually managed by the | 
director, who is responsible only for the professio 
acts of the company. Thus there is not inconsiderable 
movement of managing directors, and changes of labels 
are required—quite a costly business which the A.G.M. 
will consider. 


Student Activities 


Text-book Concession Scheme, 

Several weeks of sustained effort have failed to 
make any impression on the authorities, and conse- 
quently our import licence has not as yet been granted. 

There have been so many conflicting statements pub- 
lished and broadcast of late, in regard to text-book 
licences, that I should like to try to make the position 
quite clear. The original restrictions provided for the 
import of books up to 80 per cent. of value of imports 
for the declared basic year (this total to be imported 
in quarterly periods.) The concessions made since 
enable books equal in value to the imports of the basic 
year to be imported at any time during the year. This 
is the only extent to which original drastic cuts have 
been lifted. I say drastic because students can only 
afford the essential texts, and a 20 per cent. cut means 
that this percentage of students would have had to do 
without books. 

Under present conditions N.U.P.S.A. will only be 
able to import about £80 of books this year, and not 
even this amount until the red-tape work at the office 
of the Sub-Collector of Customs is completed — that 
is when we have been granted a licence. 

Because of the above factors only one shipment of 
books has been landed this year (this prior to the re- 
strictions), and no more can be expected for at least 
— weeks after the authorities grant an import 
icence. 

All of these things are entirely beyond the control 
of the National Union of Pharmaceutical Students of 
Australia. However, they should not be beyond our 
influence, and representations are being made in every 
quarter to ensure that pharmacy students (who are 
affected more than any others) will be assured of an 
adequate supply of text-books during 1953. The execu- 
tive are also investigati the position in regard to 
the official documents, such as British Pharmacopoeias, 
Addenda, etc. 

In the meantime Mf will be n to refund 
monies held on orders, and all students concerned will 
receive a letter from the Text-book Officer, explaining 
the position and enclosing the refunds. The executive 
regret that such action is necessary, but would stress 
the fact that the position has in no way resulted from 
any inefficiency in the scheme. The drastic cuts im- 
posed, and the slow mechanism of getting a licence, 
are beyond our control, but I can assure students that 
protests have been launched and applications made 
in an attempt to ensure that the position is righted.

Cardamoms are again easier, and Aleppi greens can 
be bought at 16/6. per Ib. on the spot, with seed at 
26/- per Ib. and 21/-, cif. 

Turmeric is slightly firmer. Forward rates have har- 

54/- per cwt. for good Madras finger, and 
- per cwt. 

Senega root is available at 14/- per Ib., and material 
for July-August shipment is 11/6 per Ib. 

Firm offers of this year’s cascara crop are being made 
at the equivalent of 260/- per cwt. in United States. 
Last year’s crop in London is now around 310/- per 
ewt., duty paid. 

Ergot on the spot, after having dropped to 37/-, has 
gone up to 39/- per Ib. 

Florentine orris root is 10/- per cwt. down at 145/-. 

All varieties of ipecacuanha are lower. Nicaraguan 
is 50/- per lb. and Colombian 45/- per Ib. 

Indian stramonium leaf is now 70/- per cwt. 

Pharmaceutical gums are attracting little attention. 

Clean Kordofan acacia is 108/- per cwt. on the spot, 
and forward rates are from 91/- to 94/- per cwt., c.if 

Tragacanth prices have dropped considerably. First 
quality, select ribbon, is £150 per cwt., secon bag 
is £130, third quality £95-£100 and fourth quality is 
£75-£80.

RETIREMENT OF Mr. J. C. BURBERY. 

Consequent upon his retirement from active practice, 
Mr. J. C. Burbery has severed his long and conspicuous 
connection with pharmacy in New Zealand. Mr. Bur- 
bery has been prominent for a great many years, both 
in his retail business at Hataitai, which he commenced 
in 1912, and which, incidentally, he then conducted in 
conjunction with the duties of Postmaster, and in many 
fields of administrative pharmacy. Mr. Burbery has 
also served the public in other capacities, he having 
been appointed a Justice of the Peace in 1927. 

Perhaps the name of “Jim” Burbery is more closely 
identified with the Chemists’ Defence Association than 
with his other official positions. He was one of a few

who, for a period, explored the possibilities of estab- 
lishing C.D.A. prior to its actual incorporation in 1921. 
He was a foundation Director of the company and oc- 
cupied the position of Chairman of Directors for nearly 
30 years. He has seen the Association grow from its 
rather humble origin to a financially sound and stable 
organisation, and it is commonly believed that he re- 
gards this development as ample reward for the zeal and 
initiative that he invariably displayed in furthering the 
interests of the Association. 

That Mr. Burbery’s interest in pharmacy was not con- 
fined to the purely economic side is demonstrated by 
the fact that from 1920 until 1950 he was, with an in- 
terval of two years, a member of the Pharmacy Board, 
and during the whole of that time he applied himself 
with his customary assiduity to the work of promoting 
and protecting the professional status of pharmacy. 


Mr. Burbery is, of course, widely known among the 
chemists of the Dominion, and this is due to ne small 
extent to the fact that for 17 years he was one of the 
Board's official examiners in pharmacy. 

The surprising thing about him is that in addition to 
conducting his own business and taking an active part 
in administrative pharmacy, he found time to lead a full 
social life and to assist in the development of unofficial 
pharmacy groups; he was, for instance, first secretary 
of the Welington Associated Chemists, as well as having 
occupied a similar position with the Central Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

For a number of years past Mr. Burbery has been the 
New Zealand Director of the Australasian Pharmaceu- 
tical Publishing Co. Ltd., publishers of “The Austra- 
lasian Journal of Pharmacy,” readers of which will 
join with their New Zealand colleagues in wishing him 
continued good health and many years of contentment 
in his retirement which, we understand, will be devoted 
largely to his favourite hobby, gardening.

THE PHARMACEUTICAL SOCIETY OF N.S.W. 
First Year Apprentices’ Lectures Commence. 

The Society’s 1952 series of First Year apprentice 
lectures commenced at “Science House,” on June 3. 

Addressing the students, the President, Mr. K. A. 
Cartwright, said he was pleased to see that the class 
was filled to capacity. He welcomed the 130 students 
sg» on behalf of the Pharmaceutical Society of 

ew South Wales. Mr. Cartwright then introduced the 
leaders of the various organisations in Pharmacy: Mr. 
J. L. Townley, President of the Pharmacy Board; Mr. 
J. Little, Vice-President of the Guild; Mr. W. R. Cutler, 
President of the P.A.A.N.Z.; Mr. C. G. Gostelow, lec- 
turer; and Mr. A. E. Conolly, Secretary of the Society 
and Guild, who would always be pleased to supply in- 
formation, 

Mr. Cartwright said the students must take their lec- 
tures seriously and learn as much as they could during 
the First Year, which was most important. The lec- 
turers, Mr. C. G. Gostelow and Mr. E. G. Hall, would 
prove a tower of strength, which would stand students 
in good stead later in their careers. Mr. Cartwright 
said the Pharmaceutical Society was the major orga- 
nisation in Pharmacy, being now in its 76th year. Mr. 
Cartwright then asked Mr. Cutler to address the assem- 
blage. 

Mr. Cutler said he was pleased to see an almost equal 
division of the sexes present; equal rights for both ob- 
tained in Pharmacy. The Pharmaceutical Association of 
Australia and New Zealand took in all grades of Phar- 
macy; the various pharmaceutical organisations were affi- 
liated with the P.A.A.N.Z. The next conference of the As- 
sociation would be held in Sydney in 1953. The previous 
Sydney conference had taken place in 1930. Mr. Cut- 
ler congratulated the students in approaching Phar- 
macy as a profession. The profession was entering 
upon a new phase following the passing of the Phar- 
macy Amendment Act, 1952, which introduced a full- 
time course of triining at the University, to commence 
possibly in 1954. Present students would do the old 
course, but might be able to take a post-graduate course. 

Mr. Cutler concluded by saying he hoped the stu- 
dents would enjoy Pharmacy; the profession was what 
one made it—an abiding interest or just a job. 

Mr. Cartwright then called on Mr. Townley. Mr. 
Townley said the Pharmacy Board, of which he was 
President, was a Government Board, which policed the 
Pharmacy Act and the Poisons Act. For many years 
the Board had been fighting for an improved educa- 
tional system, and this had now been partially attained. 
The new system and the old system would overtap until 
all students under the old system had been called up. 

The Chairman then called on Mr. J. Little. Mr. 
Little apologised for the absence of Mr. L. W. Smith. 
The Guild was strictly a masters’ organisation and 
unless a pharmacist was in business on his own account 
he could not join it. The Guild was essentially the 
business organisation of Pharmacy. It dealt with mer- 
chandising and associated matters. The Guild was a 
Federal organisation. Each State appointed Federal 
delegates. who met in Melbourne at meetings of the 
Federal Council]. Mr. Little concluded by saying that

Apologies were tendered on behalf of Messrs. W. R. 
Cutler and A. West, who were unavoidably absent. 

At 12.30 p.m. the visitors were accorded a civic re- 
ception at the City Hall by the Right Honourable the 
Lord Mayor, Alderman Armstrong. 

Addressing the large gathering of pharmacists and 
other professional men, the Lord Mayor said: 

On behalf of the Aldermen and citizens of the City 
of Newcastle it is my privilege and pleasure to extend 


a very sincere and cordial welcome to this City to the 
members of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of New South Wales. who are in Newcastle for the pur- 
pose of conferring with the pharmacists in the Mid- 
Northern Zone of the Association of which Newcastle

tors by the Lord Mayor and by Alderman Gascoigne 
He knew the visit held great significance and was of 
prime importance. He was looking forward to the 
conference that night, at which all pharmacist’ would 
join mn the discussions 

Mr. Cartwright thanked the Lord Mayor for his 
remarks and for his reception to Newcastle; he and his 
colleagues appreciated the honour Newcastle was a 
city of high importance and unbounded possibilities 

The occasion of the visit was unique; it would be the 
first time in 76 years that the Society Council had met 
outside Sydney 

Mr. Cartwright ventured that the pharmacist was not 
attempting to take the place of the medical man, but 
he would undoubtedly assist the sick and ailing in every 
way possible, within his legitimate, legal and tradi- 
tional area of operations 

The Society was in its 76th year of vigour and would 
spread the good word and repute of pharmacy through- 
out the land. It would uphold its principles, adhere to 
its tenets and disseminate its ethical concepts over the 
broad acres of the major State It would improve 


pharmacy for the people and lift the profession to an 
even higher plane than now extant. 

Mr. Hall, in supporting the remarks of Mr. Cart- 
wright, expressed his pleasure at the warmth of the 
welcome. The Society’s Councillors came not as a 
crop of “Einsteins” or “Quiz Kids,” but to discuss 
pharmaceutical matters with members and so keep 
them up to date in all aspects.

Meeting at Newcastle 

At 8 p.m. in the Assembly Room, Chamber of Manu- 
factures, Bolton street, Newcastle, the President, Mr.

Group of Friendly Societies. The terms and conditions 
had been published. 

After discussion it was moved by J. David, seconded 
by M. Morris, that the Mid-Northern Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation agrees to dispense for the members of the 
other friendly societies on the same terms as for the 
Catholic Group. 

Carried unanimously. 


2. Accreditation of Drugs Bureau. 

Mr. Hall said, firstly, chemists should not stock junk. 
The idea of an accreditation bureau was not to take 
on a battle with reputable manufacturers; it was con- 
cerned with those manufacturers who played on the 
gullibility of the public. High pressure advertisements 
made them more medicine-conscious and they were 
then prepared to put money into useless products. 

It would do good for the Council to take the lead in 
the formation of the accreditation bureau. 

The assimilation of medicine had become a disease, 
and if possible a body should be set up to consider pro- 
ducts, examine their character and report on their 
value. If that body had the power to grant a seal of 
approval the snide preparations would be driven from 
the market by not being able to get the seal. The public 
would be educated to look for products bearing the seal. 

Certain questions had been asked in Parliament and 
the Prime Minister had seen fit to call a meeting of 
Premiers to discuss patent medicines. 

The Society would do well to sponsor the accredita- 
tion bureau. The pharmacist should be in the position 
to say whether a product is superior or not. 

Mr. Cartwright: “You have heard of the aims of the 
accreditation bureau.” 

Mr. Vidler: “Any project to eliminate junk must com- 
mend itself. However, advertising must be controlled 
—patent medicines are blatantly advertised on the air. 
Would not the grocers continue sales of unaccredited 
items.” 

Mr. Hall: “The radio and press would be willing to 
co-operate.” 

Mr. Wolifson: “Would products bearing the seal be 
available to the grocery trade?” 

Mr. Hall: “If products were approved, they would be 
more likely to be sold through chemists; the firms 
would be happy to recognise the pharmacists’ position.” 

Mr. M. Morris: “During the war the Commonwealth 
Government called for the formulae of patent medicines, 
and was inundated, and did not proceed further.” 

Mr. Walifson: “What is the doctors’ attitude to 
chemists recommending patent medicines?” 

Mr. Hall: “Sulpha drugs should be prescription items. 
We should not set ourselves up as pseudo-practitioners.” 


3. Pharmaceutical Education. 
Mr. Cartwright called on Mr. Townley. 


Mr. Townley said that for years past the successive 
Presidents of the Society had fought for an improved 
system of pharmaceutical education. At the outset 
there were two different camps in pharmacy, each 
espousing its own ideas as to the most suitable course. 
Professor Thorp came and helped a lot. Finally, the Pre- 
mier took the bit in his teeth, and pharmacy decided 
to take the best it could get—three years full time at 
the University with the final year at the shop. 

The new set-up could not come into force until 1954; 
it would turn out a professional pharmacist. 

Mr. Read said we were living in eventful times, and 
the new Pharmacy Act amendment was a great ad- 
vance. He had always maintained that education was 
the most important thing in pharmacy. 

The amendment was in two parts. The final examina- 
tion now went direct to the University. While the re- 
tail pharmacists predominated, there were others to be 
considered. In manufacturing the pharmacist should 
be the one concerned with the making of preparations. 

The hospital pharmacist was not a mere “pourer”;

Ordering of Dangerous Drugs: 

Mr. Sam Morris: “They have now clamped down on 
the signing of blank orders for D.Ds. A signed order 
for D.Ds. must be in the wholesaler’s hands before he 
can send the drugs. The regulation applies to tablets 
containing a small quantity of phenobarbitone, and it 
is causing a great delay. It is causing hardship to the 
suffering sick. I know the Society previously put up a 
good case, but I now suggest a fresh approach be made 
to the Chief Secretary’s Department.” 

Mr. Draffin: “The present state of affairs is galling to 
pharmacists, and dangerous to the patients.” 

Mr. Winterton: “The chemists are looked upon as 
potential criminals. The whole approach to the matter 
by the authorities is wrong.” 

Mr. Read: “In Victoria the barbiturates are on a 
special schedule, as prescription only items. That should 
be adopted here. There is a regulation which ‘floored’ 
me in the matter of repeats of phenobarbs. It has been 
the custom to dispense once a prescription where the 
periods between repeats have not been properly stated, 
and then cancel it. However it has been judicially 
ruled that such a prescription is invalid and should 
not be dispensed at all.” 

At this point the clock indicated the meeting must 
terminate. 

Mr. De Fina thanked Mr. Cartwright and his cohorts 
for visiting Newcastle on this auspicious occasion. The 
visit had been delightful and useful. 

Mr. Cartwright thanked Mr. De Fina for his remarks, 
and the meeting then rose. 

The visit received wide publicity in the public press.

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AMENDMENT OF FOOD AND DRUGS 
REGULATIONS. 
Labelling of Medicines. 

The Government Gazette for June 11 contains a notice 
of amendments of the Regulations and Standards for 
Foods and Drugs. Among the amendments are two 
relating to the labelling of medicinal preparations. 

Regulation 77(2) of the Food and Drugs Standards 
Regulations 1939 is rescinded. 

This Regulation required that every person who sold 
a package containing a medicine or medicinal prepara- 
tion which included any drug having therapeutic action 
should attach a label showing in specified type size and 
name of the drug and the amount present. 

Regulation 77(10)(c) is also repealed. This Regulation 
provided for a modification of standard size of A.P.C. 
tablets to meet wartime difficulties. Removal of this 
provision results in the A.P.F. specification being the 
sole standard in Victoria for A.P.C. tablets.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting 


Enquiry re Unsatisfactory Conditions in Pharmacies. 

Two pharmaceutical chemists were called before the 
Pharmacy Board at a special meeting held on June 4, 
1952, at 2.15 p.m., to answer questions concerning reports 
from the Board's Inspectors regarding unsatisfactory 
conditions in their pharmacies. 

The first chemist attended at 2.30 p.m. In addressing 
him the President of the Board, Mr. S. J. Baird, said 
that the enquiry was held by virtue of Regulations 
under the provisions of the Medical Act, Part III, and 
was in the nature of a preliminary enquiry. 

In September, 1951, the Board received a report from 
its Chief Inspector that his pharmacy was in a dirty 
and untidy state. Dirty bottles were about the dispen- 
sary, the sink was unclean, and conditions generally 
were unsatisfactory. Entries in the Dangerous Drugs 
Register were behind. The Inspector reported that he 
had warned the chemist to clean up, take stock of 
Dangerous Drugs, and enter a new Register. 

A further report from the Inspector in October, 1951, 
indicated that there had been great improvement, but 
in January, 1952, a third report indicated that con- 
ditions had again deteriorated. ) 

The Board could not do otherwise than take a serious 
view of these reports. 

Addressing the chemist, Mr. Baird said his actions 
affected not only himself, but other members of the 
profession. The type of publicity that could follow 
from reports of this nature would be most adverse. He 
had been asked to come before the Board to answer any 


questions the Board might wish ta put to him, and also 
to make an explanation should he so desire. 

Replying to the President, the chemist said the con- 
ditions had been the result of pressure of work. His 
dispensary normally was in a reasonable state. It 
depended on how much stock he was going through. 
He unpacked in the dispensary. The sink was an old 
one. He endeavoured to keep it as clean as he could, 
but on the day that the Inspector first came there was 
a large number of unwashed bottles. He had a lot in, 
and had not had an opportunity to wash them. 

A member said he failed to fit the chemist’s remarks 
into the situation. By way of explanation pressure of 
work had been pleaded as an excuse for not getting 
on with the job of putting the pharmacy in a suitable 
condition for the dispensing of medicines, yet it had 
been reported that frequently the pharmacy had not 
been open at normal trading hours. He did not believe 
any pharmacy could effectively function with a useful 
service to the public in the condition that they believed 
this one to be in. 

In reply to a question from another member, the 
chemist said he had been dispensing P.B.A. prescrip, 
tions. The member said that that being so, he wondere 
what would be the reaction of the Government if th 
conditions in the pharmacy were made known. : 

Another member said that there was more to answ 
in the report than the statement that a number 
bottles were unpacked and unwashed as received fro 
the warehouse. The whole of the conditions in t 
ae page appeared to be unsatisfactory. The Boa 

ad a duty to see that pharmacy was conducted in 
suitable way. They could not, nor would they try t 
avoid enforcing proper conditions. 

In reply to a question the chemist stated that he di 
not have an apprentice. 

Addressing the chemist, the President said: “This 
the position. The Board had a complaint from t 
public. It has made three inspections of your pharmac 
and does not think there is any doubt that it was in 
dirty condition. The Board is sick and tired of issui 
warnings. The Board is charged with a responsibili 
to the public of regulating both the practice of pha 
macy and the premises in which it is carried on. It w 
not shirk its duty in this respect We look to t 
members of the profession to keep their premises clea 
and apparatus in a suitable condition for carrying o 
the work for which it is intended. We are aski 
you to see that there is no cause for complaint fro 
the public or our Inspectors in future. Next tir 
you are called up before the Board it will be a ver 
serious matter for you. I recommend you to use ever 
endeavour to avoid this taking place.” 


Another chemist attended at 3 p.m. to answer similar 
charges. He was addressed in similar terms by the 
President of the Board. 

In reply the chemist said he was working under ex- 
tremely difficult conditions. He outlined at length diffi- 
culties associated with endeavours to secure completion 
of new premises. He gave figures of increases in stock, 
and spoke of difficulties arising from lack of space. 
He had not the slightest idea where to put some of 
the stock. At the moment the keys of the new premises 
were received by him his worries would be at an end 
and he would welcome a visit from anybody. It would 
be one of the best pharmacies in Victoria 

A member said that the chemist had given them a 
full story of trials and tribulations that he had to face 
up to and conquer, but that did not explain away dirty 
bottles, dirty sink, etc. The chemist said that the sink 

was cleaned out every fortnight with Dettol. 

A member said it was difficult to reconcile the state- 
ments which had been made by the chemist before 
them with the reports received from the Inspectors. 
He thought candidly that any man with the training 
that a pharmaceutical chemist received was positively

letting down the calling and the public in continuing 
to function in such a manner. o him it appeared 
positively dangerous. 

The chemist said he was always extremely careful 
vith his dispensing. He invariably used new bottles. 
He would never use a second-hand bottle 

In reply to further questions he gave details of equip- 
ment in the pharmacy, and stated that he had not 
trained an apprentice in that pharmacy 

Mr. B. G. DeLacy, the Chief Inspector, reported that 
there were many pharmacies with no more space that 
vere clean and in excellent order 

Addressing the chemist, the President said that the 
Board was extremely concerned about the reports which 
it had received. It would, if such conditions continued, 

il him for a further interview to show cause why 
irastic action should not be taken The publicity 
ttendant upon such action would be very detrimental 
to the chemist and to pharmacy in general. He asked 
what the chemist thought would be the reactions of the 
Commonwealth Pharmaceutical Benefits authorities if 
conditions were known to them. He strongly advised 
the chemist to see that there was no possibility of 
further complsint.

tions issued by a certain medical practitioner. A num- 
ber of pharmacies had been visited and information re- 
garding prescribing of D.Ds. was being tabulated. 

Reports were also received concerning large amounts 
of Dangerous Drugs being prescribed by a country 
doctor, and it was resolved that enquiries be proceeded 
with. 

Unqualified Veterinary Practice.—Advice was re- 
ceived from the Veterinary Board that a person alleged 
to be obtaining and supplying Specified Drugs in a 
country area was not a registered veterinary surgeon. 
The Board directed that the activities of the person 
concerned be investigated. 

Proprietary Name.—Correspondence concerning a 
proprietary preparation of barbituric acid was read. The 
distributors had been informed that the Board con- 
sidered the name confusing as it closely resembled an- 
other name for a different substance. The reply re- 
ceived indicated that application had been made for a 
new name, but disputed the Board’s suggestion that 
the present title could lead to confusion or was dan- 
gerous. 

Unauthorised Possession of Drugs.—Details of drugs, 
including Dangerous and Specified Drugs seized by the 
police acting in conjunction with the Board’s Inspec- 
tors, were submitted. The person concerned was not 
qualified or authorised to be in possession of drugs and 
further action by the police was expected. 

Specified Drugs.—Reports that an unqualified person 
was supplying Specified Drugs for veterinary purposes 
was investigated, but proof of the alleged practice was 
not available. A warning was issued 

Chlorodyne Addict.—Following reports alleging ab- 
normal purchases of Chlorodyne by an addict in outer 
suburban areas, chemists in the area were visited by 
the Chief Inspector and requested to restrict supplies. 
All had promised co-operation. 

Anti-histamines.—The Chief Inspector drew attention 
to an article “Do not be a Drug Pilot” published in the 
Journal of Civil Aviation. The article warned pilots 
strongly not to take antihistamine preparations before 
flying. 

Morphine in Kits._-A report was received 
from a suburban chemist that Army Disposal First-aid 
Kits which contained Morphia tablets had been brought 
to the pharmacy by boys. The source of supply had 
been determined and the matter had been referred to 
the Army and to the police. Investigations by the police 
and the Chief Inspector of the Board were proceeding. 

Forgery.—A city pharmacy drew attention to a pre- 
scription for a Specified Drug which subsequently was 
found to have been forged. Efforts were made, but un- 
successfully—to apprehend the woman customer who 
was not known to the doctor whose prescription had 
been forged. 

Theft of Cocaine.—The Customs Department brought 
under notice loss of 1 oz. of Cocaine Hydrochloride be- 
tween a factory and a wholesale warehouse. Although 
exhaustive enquiries had been made by police and 
Customs the missing bottle had not been found nor had 
the loss been explained. 

Inspection of Stores.—Reports of inspection of stores 
during the month were submitted by Inspector Ahern, 
and in two instances the Board directed that further 
visits be made to ensure that warnings given had been 
heeded. 

Preliminary Examination Results.—The Registrar re- 


ported that only fou: candidates presented themselves , 


for examination. The examiners’ reports were adopted. 

Final Exami ion Results.—The President said the 
results of the recent Final Examination were not yet 
available as the examiners had not completed marking 
the papers. Authority was given for the President and 
Registrar to release the results when they became 
available. 


Intermediate Examination: Botany.—The Registrar 
reported that this examination was conducted in the 
Oddfellows’ Hall, Latrobe street, on the morning of 
June 11. There were 130 candidates, and five super- 
visors had been engaged. This hall was quite suitable 
for the purpose, although somewhat cold. A_ loud 
speaker was installed for announcements, and cendi- 
tions generally were ideal for the purpose ‘ 

The President reported that he had paid an official 
visit to the examination hall. The hall seemed to be 

uite suitable. He thought the hall would hold all of 
the candidates for the Final Examination in one lot. 

The Registrar said 126 candidates were sitting at the 
Examination on June 11. Everything had to be shifted 
7 day because a dance was held in the hall each 
night. 

Heroin and Morphine.—Reference was made to press 
reports alleging addiction to patent medicines contain- 
ing Heroin 

The President said he thought the reports were with- 
out foundation. That was the case in Victoria at any 
rate. It would be recalled that the Board some time 
ago had intimated its willingness to place further re- 
striction on Heroin as a safeguard for the future, but? 
had requested the Food Standards Committee to enquire” 
if similar restriction could be applied simultaneously” 
in New South Wales. It was felt at the time differing® 
controls in different States would lead to confusion an 
embarrassment, particularly in border areas. 

The previous week the Registrar had interviewed the 
Chairman of the Food Standards Committee and his 
officers and had ascertained that N.S.W. authorities” 
were not prepared to accept, being satisfied with the! 
provisions of the law in that State. All of the meer 


of the Commission and officers of the Department were, 
however, of opinion that some action should be take 
in Victoria. 

After a prolonged discussion on various aspects of the 
matter the Board resolved that a recommendation for 
further control of sale of preparations containing 
Heroin be made to the Department of Health, 

Thallium.—Further representations from the Pharma- 
ceutical Society on the need for stronger control of 
Thallium were considered, and it was resolved that this 
—- be referred to the Poisons Schedules Advisory 

anel. 

Antibiotics in Stock Food.—-The President said that 
this was a question which would require the serious 
consideration of the Board. 

A number of enquiries had been received. 

Penicillin ane other antibiotics were being used in 
minute quantitigs in stock and poultry feeds. No pro- 
vision was made in the regulations for distribution of 


such substances and a oo they could not be sup- 
plied without a prescription. It was obvious that oul 
provision would have to be made. 

It was resolved that expert advice be sought with a 
view to making a recommendation at the next meeting 
of the Board. 

Weights and Measures Regulations.—Mr. Callister 
said a point agreed to at the last meeting of the Stan- 
dards Committee was that in the specification for mea- 
sures there should be a corresponding line on the back 
of the measure to that on the front. Some manufac- 
turers now said they could do it, but that it would cost 
more. Mr. Callister said the Committee knew that. All 
they wanted to say at the moment was that they still 
required the mirror image to be put on the measure, 
irrespective of the fact that it increased the cost. The 
report was received. 

Reciprocity: Ontario.—A reply was received from the 
Secretary/Registrar gf the Ontario College of Pharmacy, 
intimating that the Victorian Qualifying Certificate was 
now accepted for the registration, but a six months re- 
sidential qualification was imposed before registration 
was granted. The information was noted. 

Financial.—The Honorary Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, and accounts totalling 
£682/7/4 were passed for payment.

A.P.F. Exhibit..-A progress report on arrangements 
for the A.P.F. Exhibit to be staged during the Medical 
Congress in August, 1952, was submitted by the Chair-

Mr. Johnson also gave details of Mr. Hornby’s activi- 
ties during the month. He said that a further Medical 
(A.P.F.) Bulletin had been drafted by Mr. Hornby, and 
had been submitted to the other members of the panel, 
whose O.K. was awaited. 

Interview With Hospitals Commission._.Mr. Long re- 
ported on an interview with the Chairman and Officers 
of the Hospitals Commission during the month. Repre- 
sentatives of the Guild and the Society, together with 
Mr. Attiwill, attended. The views of the pharmaceutical

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organisations in regard to the proposal to terminate 
the agreement for dispensing for private and inter- 
mediate patients were strongly put forward by the 
speakers. The Chairman of the Commission, Mr. Mc- 
Villy, had intimated that he appreciated the viewpoint 
of the Guild and Society and would very carefully 
examine the representations made to him. In the 
meantime he asked that consideration be given to 
drafting of a new agreement covering the provision of 
pharmaceutical services in hospitals at which there 
was no pharmacy department. 

College Rebuilding.—The Honorary Treasurer re- 
ported on an interview with the solicitor at which cer- 
tain difficulties regarding the site at Parkville were 
discussed. He reported also that the Society’s architect 
had prepared a plan for conversion of the present 
biology room to a lecture room to accommodate 160 
students. The estimated cost of conversion was being 
investigated and a further report would be submitted 
at a later meeting. 

On the motion of Mr. Long it was resolved that the 
report be received and that the Building Committee 
pursue these matters as opportunity offered. 

Travelling Scholarship Fund.—The Secretary tabled 
copies of a circular which had been printed and circu- 
lated to members with reference to the establishment 
of a Travelling Scholarship Fund. The action of the 
Committee was endorsed on the motion of Mr. Baird, 
seconded by Mr. Hamon. 

Proposed Therapeutic Investigation Bureau, N.S.W.— 
Mr. Attiwill submitted a brief report on a meeting 
called by the Pharmaceutical Society of New South 
Wales, and held on May 29, to consider a proposal 
stated to have been endorsed by the Brisbane Confer- 
ence for formation of an Accreditation of Products 
Bureau. He said that a N.S.W. member foreshadowed 
a motion that the States should be invited to pass uni- 
form legislation and ask the Commonwealth to adminis- 
ter such legislation. Before the motion was put the 
meeting had been adjourned to a date to be fixed. The 
report was formally received.

Business Arising from Conference with New South 
Wales Local Board Representatives:— 

(a) Secret ballot for election of Directors: It was 
decided that the method of voting now in use by the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria for Council elections 
be examined with a view to its being adapted to 
elections for the Directorate of the P.D.L., subject 
to legal endorsement. 

(b) Group Assurance Scheme: In accordance with a 
suggestion voiced at the recent conference, the Victorian 
Branch Manager of the M.L.C. (who had been on leave 
earlier) had been interviewed on June 17, and he had 
promised to forward to the head office of his com- 
pany a request that details of the P.D.L. group assur- 
ance scheme be placed before the N.S.W. Branch of 
the P.D.L. 

Matters——Two members reported that they 
had been threatened with prosecution by the Depart- 
ment of Taxation because of their omission to affix 
tax deduction stamps in the wages tax stamps book 
(in one case a summons had been issued). As members 
could not be defended, through the P.D.L., on such a 
charge, it was suggested they engage legal assistance 
to watch their interests if the cases went to Court. 

A member, who was furnished with legal advice con- 
cerning a section of the Property Law Act and its pos- 
sible application to the sale of goodwill, wrote expres-7 
sing his appreciation of the advice given. 

Partial obstruction of window display space was re-7 
ported by a member. In the circumstances outlined, 
the Solicitor expressed the opinion that, except by 
agreement of the landlord, redress would be difficult in 
view of the long period over which the obstruction had 
existed. 

In regard to a case reported at the previous meeting, 
it was noted that the attendance of the member would 
not be required at the inquest, but, in accordance with 
the Director’s wishes, the member’s interests would 
be watched by a local solicitor at the inquest. 

Geodwill. —- Two enquiries concerning taxation on 
goodwill were dealt with during the month. In one 
ease Mr. A. J. Fenton (Solicitor) advised that goodwill 
was not taxable as such, but was included in the defi- 
nition of a premium for a lease which was payable 
on a lease being transferred or assigned. It was looked 
upon by the Taxation authorities as being rent paid 
in advance for premises because of their position and 
the fact that a chemist shop had been carried on in 
the premises for some time in that position. This was 
taxed under the Income Tax Assessment Act. ‘ 

The Secretary reported that he had attended a meet* 
ing of retailers’ representatives on May 23, when it was 
decided that a letter on the subject of taxation on 
goodwill, quoting actual examples of the unjust inci- 
dence of this form of taxation, be forwarded to all 
members of the House of Representatives and the 
Senate. Subsequent meetings of retailers’ representa- 
tives were held on June 3, 5 and 12. There had been 
a very helpful article, “Heavy Tax Imposed on Busi- 
ness Transfers,” in “The Age,” of June 7, 1952. Two 
suggestions under consideration by the retailers’ orga- 
nisations were: (1) To press for a simple amendment 
of the Income Tax Assessment Act 1936-1949 to remove 
goodwill from the field of taxation. (2) The despatch 
of an informative leaflet to retailers, expressing in a 
few words the magnitude and serious consequences of 
the liability likely to accrue in the way of taxation if 
the goodwill of their business was sold in circum- 
stances which made it taxable. 

The Chairman said he thought they should confirm 
Mr. Allen’s work on this matter and compliment him 
on his part in the steps that had been taken. 

Other members supporting, it was resolved that the 
P.D.L. contribute its share of the retailers’ expenses in 
connection with this move for equitable treatment of 
goodwill. 

Mr. Moore said he thought the broadsheet, “How to 
Go Broke in Four Moves,” should be sent to all Mem- 
bers of Parliament.

From Pharmaceutical Relations Secretariat, attaching 
copy of a statement made by the President of the 
Friendly Societies’ Association of Australia concerning 
the Commonwealth Government's medical benefits in- 
surance scheme. 

Far Northern Guild Zone (from Mr. A. B. Tovey, 
Secretary), advising that the annual meeting of the 
zone was held at Atherton on May 18, when Mr. H. J. 
Ling was elected Chairman and Mr. Tovey Secretary. 
Reporting that one of the motions passed at the meeting 
was that the Far Northern Zone stated its intention 
as individuals and collectively to be guided and abide 
by the Code of Ethics as laid down by the Guild, and 
in the absence of specific instructions from either 
Federal or State Headquarters the Zone would abide 
by the decision of the majority of the members of the 
Zone On behalf of the Zone, Mr. Tovey also sought 
advice concerning pricing matters, and forwarded a 
recommendation with reference to P.M.S. pricing. 

In reply the Secretary reported she had extended 
good wishes to the new office-bearers, and expressed 
the hope that during the coming year it would be 
possible for the State President and other representa- 
tives to visit the Far Northern Zone. She said the 
Committee would be very pleased to learn of the 
motions carried at the meeting, and would be pleased 
to know that they had the co-operation and loyalty 
of the members of the Zone. Information regarding 
pricing queries was furnished, and greetings and good 
wishes to the members of the Zone were conveyed on 
behalf of the State Branch Committee. 

Miss Redman, Secretary, South Burnett Zone, pro- 
testing about the deletion of B.W.’s and Parke Davis’ 
tablets due to a disagreement ove rices, stating the 
medical men in the area favour both these brands of 
tablets, and most pharmacists have large stocks. It is 
felt that sudden deletions are very unfair to pharma- 
cists, and no one can afford to have unsaleable stock 
on the shelves——Mr. Lenehan reported that the Chief 
Pharmacist had not yet received a copy of the new 
price list, which was supposed to be available by June 
1. Until this list came to hand the Guild would be 
unable to give any information. The matter would 
be raised at the Federal Council meeting. 

Mr. Noble said the advice to date had come from the 
firms concerned, but such information did not become 
official until it was received from the Department. He 
expressed the opinion that pharmacists could still dis- 
pense prescriptions for such tablets under the P.B.A. 
scheme until advice was received from the Department.

ENQUIRIES CONCERNING USE OF DRUGS. 


In a report released by the Health Minister, Mr. 
McEwin, the Public Health Director-General, Dr. A. R. 
Southwood, is reported as saying that the National 
Health and Medical Research Council has recommended 
each State to make a careful enquiry into reports of 
excessive use of Heroin. The Council had also received 
a report from the Antibiotics Committee recommending 
greater care in the issue and use of antibiotics other 
than penicillin. Streptomycin, aureomycin and chlor- 
amphenicol were thought to be used far more than 
was warranted by research studies The Director- 
General said that the Council recommended seeking 
the co-operation of medical practitioners before restric- 
tive legislative action was advised 

Reference was made also to the sale of teething 
powders, some of which it was suggested were likely 
to be harmful if used excessively

After the loyal toast the President expressed pleasure 
at the presence of two special guests, Mr. Trevor Jones, 
who had concluded his series of lectures on Social 
Science a few days previously, and Mr. R. McCarthy, 
who is to begin his lectures on Forensic Pharmacy 
during the second term 

He then welcomed and congratulated the 24 newly- 
qualified pharmacists who were also present as guests, 
making special mention of Mr. P. Warnecke, who was 
about to sail for England and the Continent 

Mr. Garrett emphasised that these new members 
had obligations as well as privileges in front of them. 
Their success would be measured in terms of the service 
which they gave and the happiness in life which such 
service would bring to each one of them 

The progressive increase in the complexity of retail 
pharmaceutical practice under socialised medicine called 


for the continuance of their studies by the reading of 


journals, and he hoped some of them would join in with 
the organised study system under the Fellowship course 
of the Society. 

Before handing over the toast to Mr. C. A. M. Reid, 
the President suggested that there was room for newly- 

ualified personnel around the table of the Board, 

ouncil and Guild State Branch Committee, and he 
would be pleased to see some come along and help the 
calling in that way. 

Mr. Reid, in congratulating them on behalf of the 
Pharmacy Board, mentioned the fact that activity in 
official fields was expected of them because there had 
been a big increase in activity in the Students’ Asso- 
ciation during their progress through the course. They 
had seen students establish and take part in a Federal 
student organisation. They should therefore realise the 
importance of participation in such work and the need 
to become office-bearers in the senior bodies. 

The opportunities which had been available to them 
had been greater than in past years, and so more was 
expected. He hoped they would carry out their three- 
fold function of 

1. Being loyal to their calling as pharmacists and 
practitioners of an ancient craft. 

2. Co-operating with their fellow pharmacists both 
within their immediate vicinity and in distant 
parts. The limitations of State boundaries were 
fast disappearing, and they were now members of 
a Commonwealth scientific body. 

3. Giving ethical service. They would find by ex- 
perience that the quality of their work was the 
main source of the judgment which they each 
would earn from the public. 

Mr. K. S. Porter, President of the Pharmacy Board, 
then called each newly-registered pharmacist forward 
to receive his Standard Certificate. 

He said that he was proud of the standard they had 
individually reached. Their training had been based 
upon the principle of teaching them the basic knowledge 
which enabled them to use their reference books 
properly. They were therefore able to handle an 
problem, particularly in relation to new drugs, whic’ 
came along during their active lifetime. 

As pharmacists they were custodians of drugs which 
should not be freely used. They would have to be on 
their guard and not to fall into the error of breaking 
any of the laws which related to the sale of drugs and 
medicines. 

In concluding his congratulations Mr. Porter said that 
he hoped each of them would pass on to the next 
generation the good which was inherent in the appren- 
ticeship system, irrespective of the form which the 
practical training took in the years to come. 

The toastmaster, Mr. A. H. Gould, then asked Mr. 
L. A. Lever, Immediate Past President of the Students’ 
Association, to respond on behalf of the new members. 

Mr. Lever thanked Mr. Garrett, Mr. Reid and Mr. 
Porter for their remarks, and said they all hoped to 
fulfil their obligations to the profession and in social 
life generally. 

This group included a high proportion of proved 
men in that at least 20 r cent. were ex-Servicemen 
and 20 per cent. were a married men, and so the 
future seemed to be quite bright. In particular he 
thought that their activity in Student Association life 
would mean a good support for the meetings of the 
Society and Guild. 

He wished to thank his master, Mr. H. G. White, for 
an excellent training given during his apprenticeship. 
Similarly he appreciated the sterling work of the several 
lecturers to pharmacy students. In his experience no 
other faculty enjoyed the great interest taken by 
lecturers in the students both as a body and as indi- 
viduals. 

Mr. Lever then thanked the Council for the organisa- 
tion of the welcoming dinner. It was a very @ 
gesture which was much appreciated and which would 
remain in their memories.

In proposing this toast one is not able to avoid all 
comments which cannot be criticised, and this led one 
into trouble. 

It is well known that the relationships between in- 
dividual master and individual apprentice vary greatly; 
some apprentices find themselves in comfortable posi- 
tions and some do not. 

The degree of restraint which exists between the 
parties seems to vary with the contact the master has 
with his brother chemists. If the contacts are free, then 
the relationship with the apprentice is similarly liberal. 
It would appear that somewhat similar restraints exist 
between individual pharmacists according to whether 
they serve the public in hospitals, as assistants in chain 
organisations, or as master pharmacists. Most masters 
7 to do the best they can for the younger generation. 

ey make a good job of it, and so the apprentices 
know and realise the value of the training they receive 
in the pharmacies. 

In closing I would like to thank my own masters, 
Messrs. Gaunt and Guenther, and on behalf of my 
colleagues thank their masters for the help and interest 
we have received. 

Mr. R. Patrick responded on behalf of the masters, 
saying that this group included his first apprentice, 
Brian Webber, and hence he was feeling just like an 
old hen with one chicken. Present-day apprentices 
have many advantages not open to older men, but the 
hard work required during their course meant that the 
everest level of pharmacy became progressively higher. 

e understood that changes in the training system were 
being considered. He hoped that full consideration 
would be given to the fact that masters played a very 
important part in turning youths into practical phar- 
macists. Apprentices usually followed the trend set out 
by their masters, and so the type of apprentice the 
newly-qualified men selected needed to Be the best 
available, so that they could pass on the good points 
of their training just concluded. In guiding apprentices 
the first principle appeared to be to teach them how 
to approach everyday problems, so that they would 
— efficient pharmacists, and so happy in their life’s 
work. 

Mr. A. A. Russell, member of the State Branch Com- 
mittee of the Guild, then rose to propose the toast of 
the tutorial staff. In so doing he said that from 1929 
onward pharmacy education had been very largely 
guided by Prof. A. K. Macbeth. This gentleman’s long- 
sighted policy had been ably implemented by the staff 


as a whole, and so the S.A. course turned out very good 
pharmacists of great practical ability. In this con- 
nection the value of the services of Mr. Lipsham and 
Mr. Bowey could not be overestimated. Each gave of 
his best for the benefit of students. 

As a member of the S.B.C., he wished to point out 
that as a result of the Brisbane Conference in May, 
1951, the Guild now took an active part in discussions 
on the various major problems in the field of education. 

Mr. Lipsham rose to respond just before “time please” 
and to > greeted with melody.

“Have received sound information that a new price 
book for P.B.A. is due off press, June 15 Stop We believe 
that many important reductions will be retrospective 
to June 1 Stop Committee unanimously request strong 
Federal protest against this procedure, and to press 
for at least one complete months notice to date from 
the day when chemists receive such notice we reiterate 
previous protest against profit and wastage factor re- 
ductions on sulpha drugs.” 

Price Reductions: Antihistamines.—Resolved that a 
letter be sent to the Pharmaceutical Council, notifying 
them that complaints have a received in regard to 
the sale of 10th schedule drugs by chemists. Also ask- 
ing for enlightenment in regard to the sale of anli- 
histamines, and in particular antihistamine nasal drops. 

Reduction of Profit Margins.—Resolved that this 
Branch regards as a \etrograde step the general policy 
of manufacturers when changing to national advertis- 
ing to reduce percentage of profit for the retailer from 
50 to 33% per cent., and that this Branch earnestly re- 
quests that the Federal Executive together with the 
Federal Merchandising Department, bring to the notice 
of the manufacturers and wholesalers our strongest 
protest against this practice. 

Kalgoorlie Trip.—Mr. Allan reported that in —, 
to an urgent request from the Kalgoorlie Zone, Messrs. 
Dallimore, Cohen, Allan and Hallo made a quick trip 
to Kalgoorlie. The matter to be dealt with was the 
enrolment by the Friendly Societies of the public under 
the Hospital Benefit scheme. 

The Executive found that the conditions were not as 
bad as were originally reported, and after an interview 
with the Mines Department, it was decided to advise 
the Kalgoorlie Zone to tie up with the metropolitan 
hospitals scheme. Figures available showed that this 
left approximately 64 per cent. of the general public 
of Kalgoorlie available for enrolment through the 
chemists. Considering Kalgoorlie is a mining town this 
was a very satisfactory percentage.

On the return journey chemists were visited at 
Southern Cross, Merredin, Kellerberrin, Cunderdin and 
Northam.

STATE DRUG ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


A State Drug Advisory Committee has been estab- 
lished by the Tasmanian Government as an economy 
measure, according to a statement by the Minister for 
Health, Dr. Turnbull, published in the Launceston 
“Examiner” on May 31. 

Dr. Turnbull intimated that the members of the Com- 
mittee would be the Superintendent of the Royal Hobart 
Hospital (Dr. L. W. Knight), the Chief Pharmaceutical 
Chemist at the Hospital, Mr. N. W. Poynter, and the 
State Director of Medical Services, Dr. J. Edis. The 
function of this Committee would be to advise on pur- 
chases of drugs by all State hospitals. 

The Minister also stated that he had received a reply 
to a letter he had addressed to the Federal Minister 
for Customs on import restrictions on drugs. Senator 
O’Sullivan had informed him that anomalies in the 
restrictions which had been pointed out had now been

The Pharmacy Board of Tasmania met in the Regis- 
trar’s office on May 12 at 8 p.m.

Mr. Palfreyman explained that discussions which had 
taken place by this Committee showed that it was 
desirable to take the first year of the Pharmacy Course 
subjects up to Matriculation standard, and for students 
to take the Matriculation examination at the end of 
the first year, so that if they found they did not wish 
to continue with Chemistry, their first year’s work ~ 
would not have been wasted. However, consideration 
still had to be given to the work to be done by students ~ 
who had already reached Matriculation standard before 
commencing the pharmacy course. %

(iv) To give an undertaking that he will return to Australia and remain in active association 
with pharmacy for at least two years after expiry of the Scholarship.

Notwithstanding the foregoing requirements, the Council may in its discretion consider applicants 
whose qualifications are not altogether as outlined above. 


The award may be terminated at any time by the Federal Council if there is a good reason.
